Pub layoffs start here today 


The B.C. brewery shutdown is 
hitting Victoria faster than ex¬ 
pected. > 

Stocks of local beer are run¬ 
ning low in some cases, pub hours 
are being adjusted and the first 
few layoffs of waiters and bar¬ 
tenders are set for today. 

While many hotels were still 
maintaining a normal pace with 
two to three weeks’ supply of 


bottled Canadian beer, others 
estimated the stock would run 
out as early as Saturday and 
were counting on big orders of 
American beer to keep them 
open. (Other story, Page 56) 
There have been estimates 
that a prolonged brewery indus¬ 
try lockout would lead to the 
layoff of more than 4,000 hotel 
industry employees in B.C. 


Some have already been re¬ 
ported in the Vancouver area. 

In Victoria, an employee of 
the Century Inn said four of 
seven waiters were to be laid off 
today because of a decision to 
reduce the pub hours to an 11 
a.m. opening and 9 p.m. closing. 

Some other hotels are opening 
later and closing earlier than 
usual, but haven’t reported lay¬ 


offs at this point. Some work 
shifts are reported to have been 
altered, 

One Victoria hotel is counting 
on a large order of U.S. beer 
Saturday, but a spokesman for 
another hotel said: “It’s one 
thing to have the order in and an¬ 
other to know you’re actually 
going to get it. The liquor stores 
are going to have first crack.” 


Already idled are 1,400 mem¬ 
bers of the Brewery, Winery and 
Distillery Workers Union, locked 
out Saturday by the three major 
breweries, Labatt, Molson and 
Carling O’Keefe. 

The union’s Victoria local, 
which calls itself the Vancouver 
Island Brewery Workers Union, 
was*the only one to have taken a 
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VANCOUVER (CP) - 
The federal justice depart¬ 
ment asked the B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court on Wednesday 
for a declaration that 
would force the Aluminum 
Co. of Canada (Alcan) to 
spill more water into the 
Nechako River which sup¬ 
ports a million salmon. 

A justice department 
spokesman said the civil 
case was launched to en¬ 
sure quick action to protect 
fish in the north-central 
B.C. river, a major sal¬ 
mon-producing tributary 
of the Fraser River. 

Alcan operates a major 
aluminum smelter at Kiti- 
mat on the B.C. coast, 
using hydroelectric power 
produced from the 
dammcd-up waters of the 
upper Nechako. 

The justice department 
spokesman said criminal 
charges were not a priority 
because they would take a 
month to get into court and 
perhaps three months to 
conclude. 

“By the time they are 
sorted out, it would bt* too 
late for the fish,” he said. 

The spokesman said he 
expected the court to hold a 
hearing on the civil decla¬ 
ration by Friday. 

The action was taken 
after Alcan, which holds a 
water licence on the upper 
Nechako dating back to 
1950, defied a federal order 
that it increase the flow 


from the Nechako reser¬ 
voir through a spillway., 
The company had been" 
given until noon Tuesday to 
meet the federal demand. 

The federal order called 
on Alcan to release, until 
Aug. 20, 8,000 cubic feet of 
water a second through the 
spillway into the river to 
provide water levels and 
temperatures deemed 
necessary for migrating 
and spawning salmon. 

If water is too warm, it 
can harm the fish. 

Instead, Alcan—which 
says it has always obeyed 
orders from the provincial 
water rights controller in 
the past—released 7,000 
cubic feet a second until 
Sunday and then reduced 
the flow to 600 cubic feet on 
the advice of consultants 
who predicted cooler 
weather. Alcan experts 
claim the water level is 
sufficient to protect the sal¬ 
mon. 

An Alcan spokesman 
said Tuesday that the flow 
into the Nechako would be 
increased if company offi¬ 
cials believed more water 
was needed to protect the 
fish. 

Alcan has taken the posi¬ 
tion in the dispute that the 
federal government is ex¬ 
ceeding its powers in or¬ 
dering increased water 
flows.

All Jerusalem voted 
new capital of Israel 


JERUSALEM (AP) — 
Israel’s parliament on 
Wednesday approved legis¬ 
lation declaring all of Jeru¬ 
salem to be'the Jewish 
state’s capital, defying in¬ 
ternational protests that 
the law threatened to derail 
the Middle East peace pro¬ 
cess. 

In Alexandria, Egypt’s 
President Anwar Sadat re¬ 
sponded that the move was 
“against the spirit and 
wording of Camp David,” 
but declined to say whether 
Egypt would put off next 
week’s resumption of for¬ 
mal talks on Palestinian 
autonomy. 

The bill was adopted in 
the Knesset (parliament) 
by a vote of 69 to 15, with 
three abstentions, after 
Prime Minister Menachem 


Begin’s coalition and the 
Labor party, the largest 
opposition group, com¬ 
bined to defeat two dozen 
last-minute amendments. 

The legislation contains 
little that is new. Israel has 
considered Jerusalem its 
capital since the founda 
tion of the Jewish state in 
19-18, and it annexed the 
Arab-populated eastern 
sector to the rest of Jerusa¬ 
lem after seizing it from 
Jordan in the 1967 Mideast 
war. 

But the new law brings 
together provisions from 
various statutes all under 
one title. 

The first clause states 
that “complete and united 
Jerusalem is the capital of 
Israel.” The second clause 
makes the city the seat of 


the government, the Knes¬ 
set, the president and the 
Supreme Court. 

The third clause also re¬ 
peats earlier laws in guar¬ 
anteeing freedom to all re¬ 
ligious groups with holy 
sites in the city and pro¬ 
tecting the holy places 
“from desecration or any 
other offence, and from 
anything which is likely to 
prejudice the freedom of 
access.” The final clause 
gives Jerusalem economic 
preference. 


Tribesmen raid 
food convoys 

NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) — Heavily armed tribes¬ 
men in famine-stricken northeastern Uganda attacked 
UN food convoys and raided neighboring villages in 
Kenya, shooting and spearing to death women and 
children, officials said Wednesday. 

UN representatives immediately called off the con¬ 
voys and held hasty meetings with Ugandan ministry of 
rehabilitation officials to demand improved security in 
drought-hit Karamjoa, where more than 100 people die of 
hunger every day. 

At the same time, Kenya stepped up security pre¬ 
cautions along its borders following raids by up to 
3,000 marauders which newspapers said killed 24 people, 
including the women and children, in the latest attacks on 
towns in western Kenya. The reports said police moved in 
and killed 16 of the raiders.

EDMONTON — The Al¬ 
berta government has 
made a decision on a new 
domestic oil price but will 
keep tlje country waiting 
for details on the decision 
until this morning. 

Leaving Wednesday’s 
all-day caucus meeting. 
Energy Minister Merv 
Leitch said the caucus had 
reached a decision but nei¬ 
ther he nor Premier Peter 
Lougheed would divulge 
any details. 

A press conference is 
scheduled this morning. 

In Ottawa, federal offi¬ 
cials warned Wednesday 
that any increase in oil 
prices by Alberta of more 
than $2 a barrel could lead 
to an explosive confronta¬ 
tion between the two levels 
of government. 

There has been tacit sup¬ 
port from Ottawa for a pro¬ 
vincial decision to act alone 
to raise prices by $2 a bar¬ 
rel this year. 

In Calgary Tuesday, 
Leitch said he felt his gov¬ 
ernment was no longer 
“constrained” to the $2 in¬ 
crease this year that 
Lougheed had proposed to 
Trudeau in meetings last 
week. 

A $2 increase, to $16.75 a 
barrel, would result in an 
increase of 1.5 cents a litre 
to consumers at the gaso¬ 
line pump. 

In Ottawa, Federal En¬ 
ergy Minister Marc La- 
londe took steps Wednes¬ 
day to ensure that any 
increase was not passed on 
to consumers until the tra- 
ditional 60-day period 
elapsed, Oct. 1.

VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
western Canadian com¬ 
pany should have been al¬ 
lowed to take over Premier 
Communications of Van¬ 
couver, says John Skelly, 
president of the B.C. Asso¬ 
ciation of Broadcasters. 

The Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission 
announced Wednesday it 
was allowing Canadian 
Cablesystems of Toronto to 
take control of Premier. 
The $86-milllon deal will 
boost the company’s hold¬ 
ings in Premier to 85 per 
cent from 16 per cent. 

Premier Communica¬ 
tions is B.C.’s largest cable 
television operation with 
systems in Vancouver, Vic¬ 
toria and Coquitlam. It also

Trudeau rejected the Al¬ 
berta package, instead of¬ 
fering price increases of $2 
a barrel Aug. 1 and other 
phased-in increases that 
would bring the price to 
$27.50 by Jan. 1,1984. 

The current pricing 
agreement was to have ex¬ 
pired July 1, but Leitch 
agreed to extend it for an¬ 
other month in the hope 
Lougheed and Trudeau 
could reach an accord. 

Alberta lost $40 million in 
revenue with the month¬ 
long extension, Leitch 
said.

The sticking point re¬ 
mains the proposed federal 
tax on exports of natural 
gas. Trudeau said last 
week that if another way of 
increasing revenue for the 
federal treasury could be 
found, the government 
would consider dropping 
the tax. 

Lougheed has the sup¬ 
port of British Columbia 
and Saskatchewan, the 
other oil- and gas-produc¬ 
ing provinces, in his oppo¬ 
sition to the tax. The prov¬ 
inces view the proposal as a 
clear intrusion by the fed¬ 
eral government into an 
area of provincial jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

Ottawa hopes to raise 
more than $10 billion by 
1984 through the tax, a 
massive sum that would be 
used to finance national en¬ 


ergy development pro¬ 
jects. 

Federal officials say that 
if the two levels of govern¬ 
ment could agree on how to 
split the billions of dollars 
resulting from higher oil 
and gas prices, there might 
be room to drop the contro¬ 
versial tax, opening^ the 
door to a negotiated pricing 
package. 

They said Alberta was 
willing to let Ottawa have 
more revenue, but was not 
willing to give up any of its 
share. The current reve¬ 
nue-sharing arrangement 
on each $1 a barrel gives 45 
per cent to the province, 45 
per cent to the industry and 
10 per cent to the central 
government. 

Ottawa is certain to take 
a bigger slice from the in¬ 
dustry portion. However, it 
also wants Alberta to lower 
its share, thereby provid¬ 
ing more federal money 
and allowing elimination of 
the gas tax.

Canadian Cablesystems 
had a tremendous track 
record in local program¬ 
ming, Hyndman said, so 
that meant an exciting 


range of programming 
available for B.C. in areas 
served by the organization. 

Ted Rogers, owner of 
Canadian Cablesystems, 
has said there would be at 
least 35 cable channels 
available in Vancouver, 
Victoria and the Fraser 
Valley by 1985, including 
home-alert services, tele¬ 
shopping and educational 
programs. 

MLA Frank Mitchell 
(NDP—Esquimalt-Port 
Renfrew) said he was dis¬ 
appointed that the CRTC 
allowed the deal to go 


through because there was 
now a national corporation 
controlling the bulk of 
cablevision in B.C. 

Gordon Kennedy, vice-

Representative Harold 
Sawyer, Michigan Republi¬ 
can,, a mem her of the 
House Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee, said he learned of the 


cables from investigative 
papers the justice depart¬ 
ment gave the panel for its 
probe of Billy Carter. 

Sawyer said the FBI 
papers showed that Billy 
Carter mentioned the 
cables to federal agents to 
support his claim that he 
actually helped the United 
States by visiting Libya in 
the fall of 1978.

Brother ‘lied’ 
about having 
Libya payouts 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Billy Carter lied to justice 
department investigators last January about whether 
he had received payments from the Libyan govern¬ 
ment, a department official said Wednesday. 

Joel Lisker, head of the department’s foreign agents 
registration section, said in an interview that 17 days after 
Billy Carter deposited his first cheque from the Libyans, 
the president’s brother denied having received any money 
from the Arab country. 

Lisker said he had obtained a deposit slip show¬ 
ing that Billy Carter deposited his first payment from the 
Libyans in a Georgia bank on Dec. 31 of last year. 

Lisker said that when he interviewed Billy Carter in 
his home in Georgia on Jan. 16, he denied receiving any 
money from the Libyans. “There’s no doubt he knew 
at the time that he had received the money,’’ Lisker said. 

WHEN BILLY Carter settled a civil suit with the 
justice department on July 14, he filed a sworn registra¬ 
tion statement saying the first payment of $20,000 from 
the Libyans was made in January. 

But Lisker said Carter was off by one day. “I’m 
not going to go off on something like that. He didn't 
have the deposit slip when he made the registration 
statement.’’ 

Asked if Billy Carter had lied to him, Lisker replied, 
“Yes.” 


• LISKER ALSO said that Billy Carter also indicated 
in January that he had access to state department cables 
about his trips to Libya. 

The justice department official said he had in his 
briefcase during the interview on Jan. 16 non-dassi- 
fied state department cables about Billy’s trips. 

Lisker said, “Billy looked over at my cables and said, 
‘Oh, I’ve got those.’ I said, ‘Who gave them to you?’ He 
said, ‘Jimmy.’” 

Lisker said he assumed that Billy Carter meant the 
president by that remark, but Lisker added, “It’s 
hard to tell what Billy means. Billy is not a pre¬ 
cise person.’’

That means. Sawyer 
said, that Billy Carter was 
either “guilty of a felony by 
giving misinformation” to 
federal agents or he really 
was “an agent of Libya who 
said he received them (the 
cables) from the president 
of the United States.” 

At the White House, na¬ 
tional security adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezfnski was 
asked to comment on the 
report Billy had been given 
cables. “Really, come on 
now,” he said. 

Another new twist to the 
case arose at the justice 
department, where sources 
said Billy Carter told fed¬ 
eral agents he telephoned 
the White House last year 
to check on the status of 
C-130 military transport 
planes that Libya bought in 
the early 1970s. The planes 
were never delivered be¬ 
cause the U.S. government 
believes such planes were 
used for terrorist activi¬ 
ties. 

Sources said Billy told 
justice department inves¬ 
tigators in January he had 
talked with White House 
appointments secretary 
Philip Wise about the 
planes. The sources said 
Wise told FBI agents in 
March he did not recall the 
conversation. 

Representative Harold 
Volkmer, Montana Demo¬ 
crat, said FBI records 
show Wise was not at the 
White House when Billy 
called, and Billy was re¬ 
ferred to the state depart¬ 
ment. But Volkmer said the 
records do not show if he 
talked with anyone there.

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The challenge 
to fisheries 


If the federal government is to regulate 
our saltwater fishery as it is supposed to do, it 
had to respond to the latest brazen challenge 
from the Aluminum Company of Canada by 
taking it to court. 

Alcan has openly defied Ottawa in the 
matter of controlling water flow in the Necha- 
ko River near Vanderhoof. 

Spawning salmon will begin to move into 
this river in a few days. Fry are living (or 
dying) there now. The Nechako, a major 
tributary of the Fraser, supplies a significant 
portion of the Fraser’s commercial sockeye 
and Chinook salmon catch. 

The Nechako is also part of a drainage and 
dam system which spins the turbines in 
Alcan’s Kemano powerhouse. Alcan wants to 
conserve water because it has been a dry 
year in that corner of British Columbia. For 
the same reason federal fisheries officers 
have been concerned for months about salmon 
survival in the depleted river. 

Again we have conflicting interests depen¬ 
dent on a common resource. Fish have lost out 
to the forest industry in the past. The salmon 
industry can’t afford to lose this one. 

More than once this year Mr. LeBlanc has 
ordered the river flow increased by Alcan to 
protect the salmon. Before this week’s out¬ 
right refusal, the company had responded with 
studies from its oWn consultants to support its 
claim that only half the ordered flow was 
needed to protect the fish. 

Either the fisheries department biologists 
or Alcan’s consultants are wrong. That’s cause 
for separate concern. 

But of greater concern is whether the 
federal government has the constitutional au¬ 
thority to reach far inland to protect a resource 
as important as the salmon fishery. Alcan be¬ 
lieves it alone has the right to control the 
Nechako River level under an agreement with 
the provincial government’s water rights 
branch. It also believes that the revamped and 
strengthened federal Fisheries Act goes be¬ 
yond the powers of the federal Parliament by 
intruding into a provincial jurisdiction, name¬ 
ly the level of water flow in this river. 

Environment Minister Stephen Rogers 
says the issue is one for federal fisheries. 
That’s just as well. The provincial government 
has displayed little interest in the salmon 
fishery, despite its importance to the provin¬ 
cial economy. Were the Nechako issue in 
provincial hands, the river could be written off 
as a salmon producer. 

If the courts rule against Ottawa in the 
Nechako case, salmon fishermen are in big 
trouble, with nowhere to turn. 


You’re kidding! 

To the best of our knowledge there is no 
such Criminal Code offence as impaired legis¬ 
lating, and for a while there Wednesday it 
seemed just as well. 

A United Press Canada news item quoted 
Premier Bennett as saying that the Legisla¬ 
ture would replace its customary night sittings 
with morning sittings, because MLAs were 
imbibing too liberally at their evening meal. 

Nowhere did the news report mention that 
Mr. Bennett was being less than serious, so 
many readers probably took his remarks ijri 
that light. 

But there’s no need to get alarmed. Pre¬ 
mier Bennett later assured the House that he 
was only joking. 

This sort of misunderstanding can easily 
happen in the silly season, of course, but it does 
underline a couple of lessons: 

For Premier Bennett — make sure when 
you’re kidding around with reporters that they 
know you’re kidding. And for the news media 
types — when a premier or any other public 
figure makes disparaging comments about his 
colleagues, check and check again to see 
whether he has tongue firmly in cheek.

Our durable prime minister remembered 


OTTAWA — It was typical of Mac¬ 
kenzie King’s peculiar brand of mod¬ 
esty that the gravestone he c ordered 
was a plain rock slab bearing an 
epitaph that contained no claim to the 
prime ministership he held for nearly 
22 years, a record. 

The Right Honorable William Lyon 
Mackenzie King—life-long bachelor, 
closet spiritualist and prime minister 
of Canada for all but 5% years be¬ 
tween 1921 and 1948 — died of pneu¬ 
monia 30 years ago this month at age 
75. 

“I wish my grave to be covered 
with a piece of rough Canadian gran¬ 
ite, on which will be carved my 
name and the day and year of my 
birth and of my death,” were the 
simple instructions he left in his 
will for his burial in the King family 
plot in Mount Pleasant Cemetery, 
Toronto. 

He was a sober, cautious, reserved 
little man, kindly but private, an 
undramatic leader who led the coun¬ 
try through some dramatic times. He 
was at the helm during the transfor¬ 
mation of the British Empire into 
the Commonwealth, the creation of a 
national social security system, the 
uncovering of a Soviet spy ring based 
in Ottawa, the Second World War and 
the conscription crisis that polarized 
English and French Canadians. 

Political friends and foe alike 
agreed that he accomplished much. 
No great orator, he occasionally ut¬ 
tered statements that spring from 
history to add meaning to current 
day-to-day politics: ‘‘Conscription if 
necessary but not necessarily con¬ 
scription.” 

That was the formula he used to win

a plebiscite authorizing him to re¬ 
verse policy and order conscription of 
soldiers for overseas service. The 
1944 vote was divided roughly two to 
one in his favor, with French Canada 
strongly opposed, and King never 
implemented the measure. 

Those were momentous times, 
pages of history that have yet to be 
closed. While King oversaw the de¬ 
velopment of dominion autonomy as 
expressed in the Westminster Statute 
of 1931, Prime Minister Trudeau and 
the provincial premiers today are 
still hammering out the terms of 
Canada’s full constitutional indepen¬ 
dence from Britain. 

It was at Laurier House that King, 
always accompanied by a pet terrier 
named Pat, ate and slept, pored over 
government papers, wrote meticu¬ 
lous entries in his diary, held seances, 
experimented with ouija boards and 
communicated — to his own satisfac 
tion at least — with the spirits of dead 
family members, friends and his 
predecessor, Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

His fascination with the occult was 
little known when King was alive but 
it has since piqued the curiosity of at 
least some of the thousands of annual 
visitors to Laurier House — 32,000 of 
them last year alone. 

Yet even the seances, the mystical 
oddities and the visions King record¬ 
ed in his diaries have become old 
hat, an at-first sensational side of the 
man that has been taken in stride by 
the public. There are continual re¬ 
minders of it with the publication of 
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Billy-Khadafy partnership 
curious mix of beer and oil 


BEIRUT, Lebanon — It took Libya 
about five minutes of oil production to 
finance the $220,000 loan it made to 
Billy Carter. 

The fun-loving godfather of Billy 
Beer and the austere, abstinent re^ 
gime of Libyan strongman Moam- 
mar Khadafy make an odd couple — 
another reflection of what some say 
is Khadafy’s tendency to misread 
politics beyond his own borders. 

Khadafy believes in using his oil 
money to lobby for his policies. But 
this 38-year-old son of Arab nomads 
deals in blacks and whites. Tying up 
with Billy Carter made sense in Kha¬ 
dafy logic, because Billy’s brother is 
the U.S. president and that meant 
influence. 

What did not seem to occur to 
Khadafy, however, is that while 
Billy’s beer-swilling antics may 
make news, they don’t go over too 
well in the grey and quiet world of 
Washington lobbying. 

But then Khadafy whom Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat once de¬ 
scribed as ‘‘an infantile half-wit”— 
has never been known for his mastery 
of the subtler side of the diplomatic 
art. 

He has sent ‘‘hit” squads to E?z 
land, Italy, Greece and Lebanon to 
wipe out political opponents. He 
broke for a time with Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization commander 
Yasser Arafat because the PLO re¬ 
fused to blow up the Suez Canal for 
him. 

The Libyan leader once threatened 
Jordan’s King Hussein with a pistol, 
variously insulted Saudi King Faisal 
and Moroccan King Hassan, and in¬ 
curred Moscow’s wrath by helping 
eliminate a pro-Soviet faction in 
Egypt and put down a Communist 
coup in Sudan. 

But in his home country, Khadafy is 
a hero. It is a bustling, wealthy yet 
developing land still able to exert 
influence in the world — a far cry 
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new books about him and the annual 
news stories based on the contents of 
his diaries at the public archives 
here. 

The diaries, filling an estimated 
25,000 pages in 100 volumes of note¬ 
books and loose-leaf binders, have 
been made public a year at a time 
since 1976 under a rule releasing them 
30 years after they were written. 

King’s detailed records of what 
happened at his seances are being 
kept secret until the year 2001. Some 
of his personal correspondence won’t 
be released until even later in the new 
century under the secrecy rules. His 
1931-1944 diaries were released in 
1975 with permission of the literary 
executors of his estate. 

King kept up his diary, containing 
detail as minor as his bowel move¬ 
ments, virtually to the end. As he 
lay dying, his close friend Joan Pat- 
teson took over and recorded the last 
two days of his life. 

He died on a Saturday after 48 
hours of unconsciousness following 
an acute attack of pneumonia. 

Sickness had prompted him reluc¬ 
tantly to give up leadership of the 
Liberal party 29 years after he as¬ 
sumed it. On Aug. 7, 1948, Louis St. 
Laurent, his personal choice for lead¬ 
er, succeeded him at a national con¬ 
vention. The following Nov. 15, King 
resigned. 

He remained member of Parlia¬ 
ment for the Ontario constituency of 
Glengarry until the House dissolved 
the following April 30. He finally gave 



up the public side of his career, begun 
in 1900 when he was named editor of 
the labor department’s Labor Ga¬ 
zette, a publication ended just two 
years ago as part of the Liberal 
government’s spending restraint pro¬ 
gram. 

King, bom Dec. 17,1874, at Berlin, 
Ont., now Kitchener, had been an MP 
for 50 years. His estate was worth 
about $750,000, a large sum that 
caused this frugal man a great deal of 
anxiety. He feared the public would 
assume the money came from no 
good. Most of it came from friends. 
Most of the estate was dedicated to 
public purposes and some went to 
relatives, personal friends and faith¬ 
ful servants. 


from the sand kingdom of the Senus- 
sian monarchy of barely two dec¬ 
ades ago. 

The change occured when Libya 
began exporting oil in 1962. Six years 
later, King Idris was toppled in a coup 
spearheaded by Khadafy. 

With his own peculiar brand of 
Islamic fundamentalism, Khadafy 
turned Libya upside down. He banned 
alcoholic beverages, eliminated ser¬ 
vants as a form of ‘‘slavery” and 
told salaried employees to take over 
their offices as ‘‘partners.” 

He eliminated government titles, 
banned landlords, decreed that a per 
son owned the home he lived in, and 
laid out a program for eventually 
doing away with money itself on 
grounds that ‘‘man is free when he is 
freed of his needs.” 

Khadafy has also established firm 
trade links with Italy, Britain and 
Eastern Europe and brought in out¬ 
side expertise to build huge super¬ 
markets, hotels and office buildings. 

But things still go wrong. Last year 
there was a shortage of meat. Kha¬ 
dafy’s home “ownership” scheme 
makes It risky to leave for a weekend, 
lest one return to find someone has 
moved into the house. 

In big power politics, the Khadafy 
regime has patched up its differences 
reasonably with Moscow and leans 
more toward the Soviet Union than 
America—but still at arm’s length. 

The cards, in the form of oil, are in 
Khadafy’s hands, and he doubtless 
recognizes Moscow needs him more 
than he needs Moscow. The Soviet 
Union, although still the world’s lar¬ 
gest oil producer, is expected to begin 
importing petroleum by 1985 — and 
Libya is considered a source well 
worth cultivating. 

Accordingly, the Soviets have 
equipped Libya’s 42,000-man armed 
forces with a vast array of equip¬ 
ment, including tanks, submarines, 
surface-to-surface and surface-to-air 
missiles, and squadrons of MiG-23 
and MiG-25 fighter-bombers. 

The danger is that Khadafy, who 
has a somewhat messianic view of his 
and Libya’s role in the Arab world, 
might overplay its military card — 
particularly against neighboring 
Egypt. Khadafy is pledged to over 
throw Sadat. 

There have been several tense bor¬ 
der confrontations between the two 
nations in recent years. But Egypt's 
military is combat-experienced. 
Libya’s lacks that training. As one 
cynic put it, “Ubva's only combat 
experience comes from executions ” 


Well-earned tribute for Judy 
evokes memories of a scrapper

OTTAWA — As a self-appointed 
life member of the Judy LaMarsh fan 
club I was proud to be an observ¬ 
er when Governor 
General Ed Schreyer 
invested her an offi¬ 
cer of the Order of 
Canada. 

The ceremony was 
held in the fourth 
floor lounge of the 
Princess Margaret 
Hospital so it was a 
relatively modest af¬ 
fair. Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Pauline 
McGibbon was on hand early in un¬ 
spoken tribute from one woman of 
distinction to another. She was joined 
by his excellency and the official 
party — including an aide-de-camp 
from the Governor General Horse 
Guards and the GG’s ever-present 
secretary Esmond Butler. 

The citation setting out some of 
Judy’s exploits as a lawyer, politi¬ 
cian, author, journalist, broadcaster, 
professor, and royal commissioner, 
was impressive. 

His excellency added a personal 
note. He recalled that as a freshman 
MP he and Judy had steamed down 
the St Lawrence from Montreal to 
Quebec City as members of a Can- 
ada-U.S. interparliamentary group. 
He had been impressed by her 
“pithy” comments on the issues of 
the day. (That’s our Judy.) 

The occasion evoked a lot of me¬ 
mories. I thought of Judy’s switch 
from back-room politics to centre 
stage when she was elected in Niag¬ 
ara Falls in 1960. She was a scrapper 
who soon became an invaluable mem¬ 
ber of the team which helped defeat 
the Diefenbaker government. But her 
public image as a partisan activist 


and outspoken advocate of women’s 
rights was always incomplete as it 
failed to reflect her warmth as a 
human being and her extreme gener¬ 
osity. 

For example, when she returned 
from a visit to West Germany she 
brought each of her cabinet col¬ 
leagues a mint silver coin as a 
memento. Then in 1967 she gave each 
cabinet minister’s wife a set of cen¬ 
tennial spoons. Perhaps they thought 
it was an “official” gesture rath¬ 
er than a personal gift, but few wrote 
to say “thank you.” 

Judy’s duties that year proved di¬ 
sastrous to her finances. As sec¬ 
retary of state she felt obliged to 
wear a different gown to each of 
the myriad state functions.

But she thought 
they justed wanted to “use” her 
because they were never willing to 
make any kind of commitment as to 
the role she would play if elected. 

Of late the ice has quickly melted. 
The prime minister spoke kindly of 
Judy at the Winnipeg Liberal con¬ 
vention which brought her a standing 
ovation. He also wrote her a “love 
letter,” admitting at the outset that 
she might be a bit surprised to get a 
love letter from him. 

She was indeed surprised — and 
delighted. First an olive banch from 
the leader of her party and then the 
Order of Canada. 

Bravo, Honorable Judy, O.C., 
Bravo!

Dead men do tell tales 


MONTREAL — “My job is to make 
the dead talk,” says Jean-Paul Val- 
court with a mordant chuckle. 

Equipped with scalpels and strong 
microscopes, the Quebec justice de¬ 
partment’s chief forensic pathologist 
and his team of 20 autopsy experts 
examine more than 1,000 corpses a 
year with one main question: How did 
you die? 

Sometimes the answers they re¬ 
ceive in the morgue are simple. 

“When a body has a stab wound 
through the heart or a bullet through 
the head the cause of death is pretty 
obvious,” Valcourt says. 

In other cases, a pathologist’s curi¬ 
osity and skepticism — his most im¬ 
portant qualifications — are exer¬ 
cised to the fullest. 

“One night after a terrible fire we 
were bringing bodies out of a build¬ 
ing. A physician on the scene looked 
at a charred corpse and said to me, 
‘No doubt about the cause of death for 
that one.’ 

“We took the corpse back to the 
morgue and found that his blood 
didn’t contain any carbon monoxide. 
We knew then that he hadn’t died in 
the fire. 

“I conducted a thorough examina 
tion and eventually found a bullet in 
the brain. All of a sudden we had a 
murder instead of an accidental 


Vaicourt and his team were able to 
determine the cause of death in about 
90 per cent of their post mortems last 
year 

In some cases pinpoint tears in 


muscles or organs, invisible to the 
human eye, provide the answers. 

“We don’t do this for the dead,” the 
chief pathologist says. “Our role isAo 
serve the living. 

During his 25-year career, Valcourt 
has found the evidence that has sent 
killers to prison, won compensation 
for families whose breadwinners died 
of unhealthy working conditions and 
corroborated an accident story by 
Quebec Premier Rene Levesque. 

In February, 1977, Valcourt and his 
assistant Andre Lauzon performed 
an autopsy on the body of Edgar 
Trottier, a Montreal derelict who died 
after being struck by a car driv¬ 
en by Levesque. 

“The premier told investigators 
that the man was lying in the road,” 
Valcourt recalls. 

“From the corpse’s lesions we were 
able to confirm the premier’s story. 
If the man had been standing his 
injuries would have been quite differ¬ 
ent.” 

Three years ago, on orders from 
the justice department, Valcourt ex¬ 
humed and examined the body of an 
asbestos worker. 

“The man had died of a kind of 
cancer that can be caused by asbestos 
fibres. 

“Even though he had been buried 
for more than a year, we were able to 
find asbestos fibres in his lungs, 
not a great quantity but enough to 
create a link with the cancer that 
killed him

Daily Colonist reporter Nancy Brown did a 
superb job of recording the history, the woes, the 
successes and the shortcomings of the Capital 
Region Board in a five part series last week. A 
report that should be forced reading for all citizens 
in an effort to wake them up to what goes on under 
the umbrella of their tax dollars. 

The final installment was of particular interest 
in that Nancy not only showed some dollar compari¬ 
sons, but some staff comparisons as well. They 
zeroed in on our biggest single problem today—the 
unchecked growth of government bureaucracy—a 
growth that has resulted in double-digit inflation. It 
shows the seeming inability of elected government 
officials to control the voracious appetites of non- 
eleeted, but nevertheless powerful civil servants, 
the mandarins who spend and spend, and who build 
ever bigger empires. 

Leave me run through Nancy’s figures one 
more time, starting with the fact the Capital Region 
Board started with one part-time worker in 1966. 
That was Tony Roberts and he was given an 
honorarium of two hundred bucks for his work. 
Today, the Capital Region Board has 700 employees 
and bellying up to the bar for more. 

Roberts got $200—today’s executive director, 
Dennis Young, receives $52,596 and you wonder why 
taxes are up, why inflation has us by the throat? 

THEY HAD, in 1970, a chief planner getting 
$18,000 per year. Today, two chief planners eoming 
in for something around $70,000 total. They had one 
engineer in 1970 and he was paid $18,000. Today, 
heaven forbid, the engineering department num¬ 
bers 68 bodies with the chief engineer getting 
$14,952. 

As if this wasn’t bad enough, that department 
somehow or other finds the need for outside engi¬ 
neering “consultants”—at 40 bucks per hour and for 
as high as 1,000 hours of work. They even bring 
consultants in to take care of landscaping prob¬ 
lems. 

It adds up to a truly formidable bureaucratic 
empire, probably out of control and probably set to 
automatically double in size every seven or eight 
years. The Capital Region Board will be snappish in 
denying such an eventuality, but when a bureau¬ 
cracy grows from one part-time worker to 700 
full-time workers in 14 years, then their protesta¬ 
tions should fall on deaf ears. 

The whole thing reminds me of the growth of the 
prime minister’s staff down there in Ottawa. When 
Lester Pearson gave up the reins of government, his 
prime minister’s staff totalled 15. Today, Prime 
Minister Trudeau's staff has passed the 500 mark 
and is probably still growing. 

And, as always, the buck comes from your 
pocket.. .

The terse note on the city hall press room’s bulletin 
board last Monday informed reporters that the Vic¬ 
toria Harbor Society was holding a news conference at 
4 p.m. to “discuss zoning irregularities.” 

Shortly before 4 p.m. Charles Ball, information 
officer for the James Bay Residents’ League, and a 
couple of sidekicks showed up to reveal yet another 
sinister plot directed against the unsuspecting citizens 
of Victoria. 

They handed out a thick sheaf of papers containing 
photo copies of subdivision plans, committee and 
council minutes, land title office files and the last three 
pages of an eight-page “affidavit.” 

The affidavit, submitted to Mayor William Tindall 
last week, made reference to so-called zoning irregu¬ 
larities in the Rockland area. It talked of “misrepre¬ 
sentation and manipulation” on the part of a developer, 
city hall officials and people at the land title office. 

The veiled accusations were so ludicrous that no 
names will be mentioned here. Do do otherwise would 
be asking for a one-way ticket to the slammer. 

BRIEFLY, THE CASE involves a property in the 
Rockland district. Originally, the property had one 
house on it. Last September, city council agreed to a 
request for the subdivision of the property, allowing a 
single-family home to be built in addition to the 
existing house. Neighbors were notified of those 
plans. 

The property was subsequently sold and instead of 
a single-family home, a cluster of three townhouses 
appeared on the site. The three townhouses were 
eventually joined to the existing structure and the 
whole thing was strata-titled. 

Question: How come there are three townhouses 
where a single-family home was to be built? And why 
weren’t residents notified of the change in plans. 

Answer Because the developer didn’t have to 
notify the neighbors. Existing zoning allowed for the 
construction of three townhouses. The need for notifi¬ 
cation was taken care of a few years back when the 
entire Rockland area was given special zoning status, 
allowing for strata-titling. At that time, a public 
hearing was held and all residents were notified.

Chamber fights job standards 


Provincial legislation 
whichT'would bring farm 
workers and domestics 
under the protection of the 
Employment Standards 
Act came under fire Wed 
nesday from the Greater 
Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

Amendments to the act, 
introduced in the Legisla¬ 
ture earlier this month, 
would bring farm and do¬ 
mestic workers in the am 
brella of minimum wage 


and regulate working 
hours. 

The chamber sent a let¬ 
ter to Labor Minister Jack 
Heinrich expressing con¬ 
cern over the proposed 
amendments. 

“The chamber feels the 
ministry is going beyond its 
bounds in providing mini¬ 
mum legislation for the 
protection of workers in 
B.C.,” the letter says. 

“We believe that the leg¬ 
islation should have in 
mind the need to encourage 


employment in B.C., par¬ 
ticularly in light of increas¬ 
ing competition,” it says. 

It asks the minister to 
meet with the chamber to 
discuss the proposed legis¬ 
lation. 

At a meeting Wednesday, 
a member of the chamber’s 
board of directors, Saanich 
Aid.

The U.S. commerce de¬ 
partment reported its 
index of leading economic 
indicators rose 2.5 per cent 
in June.

OTTAWA (CP) — Business investment in new plants 
and equipment will be one of the few bright spots in a 
generally sluggish economy this year, the department of 
industry, trade and commerce reported Wednesday. 

A surwy in April of capital expenditure plans of 300 
large corporations shows investment by private com¬ 
panies will rise by 34 per cent this year, while in¬ 
vestment by government-owned Crown corporations 
will increase by only nine per cent. 

Discounting for inflation, this represents real growth 
of five JU> seven per cent in capital spending, the de¬ 
partment said. 

Companies covered by the survey expect to spend 
$27.7 billion in 1980 on new’ plants and equipment, and 
are building into their plans an annual inflation rate of 
nine per cent, compared with the 8.6 per cent figure 
they Msed in 1979.

PARIS (AP) — Energy-related.problems and a 
slowdown in many of the world’s economies are 
hurting the international tourism industry, the Or¬ 
ganization for Economic Co-operation and Develop¬ 
ment says. 

In its annual report published Wednesday, the 
21-country group says uncertainties about the price 
and supply of oil in (he 1980s will become “increas¬ 
ingly important” to the tourism business. 

The organization cites rising unemployment, 
growing trade deficits and slower growth in dispos¬ 
able personal income as major problems affecting 
tourism.

U.S. figures point to recession’s end

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
closely-watched barometer of 
the U.S. economy spurted up¬ 
ward in June for the first time in 
a year. Analysts are encouraged, 
but are not ready to say the 
recession has hit bottom. 

The index of leading indica¬ 
tors rose by 2.5 per cent — the 
largest increase in five years, the 
U.S. commerce department an¬ 
nounced Wednesday. That fol¬ 
lowed declines of 2.3 per cent in 


March and May and 3.9 per cent 
in April. 

Leading the upward move* 
ment were a drop in the rate of 
layoffs from manufacturing jobs 
and an increase in building per¬ 
mits. The biggest negative factor 
was a decline in the average 
work week. 

Commerce Secretary Philip 
Klutznick said the report “rein¬ 
forces evidence which has been 
emerging over the past several 
weeks that the low point of the 


recession may be reached sooner 
than many have predicted.” 

He added: “I am encouraged 
by signs that the downturn may 
soon be over, but must caution 
that output and employment are 
likely to decline further before 
growth resumes later this 
year.” 

“It is an encouraging sign,” 
said Feliks Tamm, a commerce 
department analyst. “But a one- 
month change does not make a 
trend.” 


He noted the improvements in 
layoffs and building permits fol¬ 
lowed near-record negative 
levels in those indicators earlier 
this year. 

Robert Gough, an analyst 
with Data Resources, Inc., said 
the June index “may show the 
worst is behind us.” 

Seven of the 10 available com¬ 
ponents of the index improved in 
June while three declined. 

The commerce department 
report showed the rate of layoffs 


in manufacturing dropped to 2.6 
percent in June from 3.5 per cent 
in May. Building permits, which 
in May were at only 6fi.6 per cent 
of the 1967 base-year level, 
soared in June to 87.1. 

The third-largest contributor 
to the increase in the index was 
higher priced for 500 common 
stocks, followed by an increase in 
a broad measure of the money 
supply, to $803.5 billion in June 
from $800 billion in May.

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Chamber tackles tankers , urges sewage cleanup 


Environmentalists received sup 
port for two causes Wednesday from 
the Greater Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The chamber went on record in 
opposition to oil tanker traffic in Juan 
de Fuca Strait and in support of 
sewage treatment facilities to protect 
the beaches of Greater Victoria. 

At a meeting of the chamber’s 


board of directors, reporters were 
told that the chamber would be an 
intervenor at a National Energy 
Board hearing in November to deal 
with the question of oil tanker traffic 
that would result from the proposed 
Trans-Mountain Pipeline project. 

In a press release, the chamber 
said it would demand that the energy 
board hold the hearing in Victoria. 


That would allow the largest com¬ 
munity affected by the oil tanker 
traffic to voice its concern over the 
environmental impact of the propos¬ 
al. 

“It is the intention of the Greater 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce to 
cross-examine evidence presented by 
Trans-Mountain Pipelines at that 
time,” the press release said. 


Chamber president Cedric Steele 
said there was also great concern 
among U.S. residents over the detri¬ 
mental effect the increase in tanker 
traffic might have on coastal com¬ 
munities. 

On sea pollution, chamber vice- 
president Robert Wheaton said it was 
imperative that Greater Victoria 
beaches and waters be freed of sew¬ 
age as soon as possible. 


“A motion expressing the cham¬ 
ber’s concern over the “deplorable 
conditions of our surrounding 
beaches and waters,” had been 
passed by the board last week. 

“The chamber board felt that it 
can no longer sit idly by watching this 
problem become increasingly worse 
year after year,” he said. 

“The chamber will be watching 


closely in the many months ahead to 
ensure that the matter doesn’t get 
studied to death and to ensure that 
positive steps are, in fact, taken to 
remove this blight from our commu¬ 
nity.” 

The chamber. Wheaton added, 
had netpreconceived notions as to the 
method of ridding the beaches of 
sewage, as long as the job got done. 


Cruise packages best 
tourism bet—expert

Not until Victoria can 
offer visitors one major 
attraction around which 
a way of life can be 
packaged and sold 
abroad, will the tourist

And that attraction, 
according to Showers, is 
cruises. 

SHOWERS IS the man 
who organized a com¬ 
pany in 1974 and raised 
$1.2 million to purchase 
the Princess Marguerite 
before the government 
stepped in and bought 
the vessel. 

The Victoria-based 
consultant and promot¬ 
er, also developed the 


Royal Hudson Train 
concept and is currently 
working on a recreation¬ 
al transportation study 
for the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

Showers believes in 
cruises as a major tour¬ 
ism generator. He also is 
convinced the era of in¬ 
dividual travel is com¬ 
ing to an end, if it hasn’t 
already. 


THE TRAVELLING 

public, he says, wants its 
vacations to be free of has¬ 
sles and uncertainties. 

Complete holiday pack¬ 
ages that leave no guess¬ 
work to the traveller, he 
said, are the holiday mode 
of the future. 

And to attract the inter¬ 
national tourist, a city 
must offer one outstanding 
attraction, one vacation as¬ 
pect that makes the visitor 


choose that destination 
over scores of others. 

IN AN INTERVIEW, 

Showers said ship cruises 
would be the ideal travel 
generator for Victoria.

But a well-packaged 
cruise operation based in 
Victoria could be sold on 
the international holiday 
market. Showers said. 


“AND I’M NOT talking 
of the large ships offering 
two or three-week cruises. 
I’m talking about smaller 
vessels, which take vaca¬ 
tioners on two or three-day 
cruises through the Gulf 
Islands, to Seattle, to Van¬ 
couver,” he said. 


Tsehum water solicitor 
too polluted 
for sea farms 


Preliminary results of a 
study of the potential of 
Tsehurp harbor for marine 
farming—or marecul- 
ture—show the harbor is 
too polluted to raise shell¬ 
fish. 

The study, by West Coast 
Information Research 
Group of Port Alberni, was 
commissioned by North 
Saanich council. 

Aldermen opposed to a 
35-lot luxury subdivision by 
Victoria businessman and 
alderman Robert Wright 
authorized the expenditure 
of $H50 on the study. 

Council hoped the results 
would support an applica¬ 
tion to get the harbor in¬ 
cluded in the agrieulti^al 
land reserve, and tfius head 
off development. 

However, Aid. Jay Ran 
gel, an opponent of Jsehum 
Harbor development, said 
Wednesday the study, al¬ 
though only cursory, un¬ 
fortunately pointed out a 
major problem along the 
northeast coast of the 
Saanich Peninsula. 

“The whole area, which 


is heavily-developed with 
marinas and other boating 
facilities, needs to be 
looked at in some depth to 
see what effect these things 
are having on the fore¬ 
shore,” Rangel said. 

The 25 acres owned by 
Wright were removed from 
the agricultural land re¬ 
serve, over the objections 
of North Saanich council, 
last year.

Police are holding a suspect in connection with a 
hit-run traffic accident six days ago that left a 20 
year old Victoria youth badly injured. 

Colwood RCMP officers picked up the suspect Wed¬ 
nesday after six days of investigation led them to a 
car parked in a private garage in Saanich. 

They said the car was believed to be the one that 
injured Lawrence Jerome Flynn about 3 a m. Friday 
near the intersection of the Trans-Canada Highway 
and Helmeken. 

Flynn was reported in “only fair” condition Wed¬ 
nesday night at Victoria General Hospital. 

The hit-run suspect was still being questioned Wed¬ 
nesday night. 


Other possibilities in¬ 
cluded connection with 
circle tours at various 
points.

That in¬ 
cluded the purchase price 
of an old vessel and the cost 
of refurbishing it. 

Ideally, such a ship 
should be able to carry be¬ 
tween 200 and 350 passen¬ 
gers. The mini-cruisek’ 
could be tied in with exist¬ 
ing operations such as Ro¬ 
bert Wright’s floating hotel 
Canadian Princess in 
Ucluelet. 


ALL SORTS of packages 
could be built around the 
cruises, Showers said. For 
example, visitors could go 
on a two-day cruise of the 
Gulf Islands, spend two 
days on the Canadian Prin¬ 
cess, go deep-sea fishing, 
and come back to Victoria 
by bus. 

‘‘And these packages 
could be sold in Europe and 
Japan. They would offer 
the prospective tourist 
something tangible that he 
could compare with other 
vacation destinations,” he 
said. 

But it was the job of pri¬ 
vate enterprise to establish 
this travel generator, he 
said. Government could as¬ 
sist by offering certain in¬ 
centives, such as tax ex¬ 
emption on all supplies and 
rebates on head taxes for 
Canadian ships. 

THERE MIGHT also be 
advantages to declaring 
Victoria a free port, ac¬ 
cording to Showers. 

“But unless our business 
people get off their butts, 
we ll miss the best bet we’ll 
ever be offered,” Showers 
said. 

“There are enough peo¬ 
ple in Victoria with enough 
money to set up the cruise 
operation I’m talking 
about. And the rest is mar¬ 
keting,” he said. 

They couldn’t lose,” he 
added.

National train of thought 

Students go home with wider country, memories in mind

Geography has shaped Canadian 
history and society so completely that 
few of us can imagine it, but 30 high 
school Students who participated in 
the first Canadian Studies Train have 
a better grasp of it after a month 
spent travelling across Canada. 

You might have missed the Cana¬ 
dian Studies Train when it pulled into 
Victoria last Saturday. It isn’t really 
a train at all, but a group of 30 
students and two instructors who 
began at the birthplace of Confed¬ 
eration, Charlottetown, P.E.I., on 
June 29, and traced Canada’s history 
and its present social mosaic across 
the country. 

They did indeed travel by train for 
much of the way, from New Bruns 
wick to Calgary, but the highlights of 
the trip were the people they met 
along the way, more than their tra¬ 
vels. 

“It’s such a fantastic idea,” Patty 
Brodeur of Montreal said as the 
group reminisced on its last day 
together. 

“The idea is to live it and to learn 
it. There’s no better education than 
that.” 

What struck these students, most¬ 
ly from urban Ontario and Quebec, 
most vividly, was the hospitality 
they got along the way, particularly 
from Canadian farmers. In P.E.I. it 
was\a potato farm; in Quebec it 
was farms around Montreal; in Win 
nipeg it was wheat farms. 

Their farming experience “has to 
be number one,” commented Deb 
Hutton, a teacher at Bishop’s College 
.School in Lennoxville, Quebec, who 
was geography instructor for the 
tour. 


“I was so impressed by the hospi¬ 
tality of the people. They really 
opened up their homes to us. We 
were getting to see how people live, 
how the country works,” Brodeur 
says. 

“You realize how big Canada is. 
the different people, the different 
attitudes,” said Dave Skinner, from 
Montreal.

The West too, will be a vivid 
memory for many students. 

“Banff and the mountains. Jas¬ 
per, and being under the stars,” says 
Rosemary Kaczanowski of Toronto 
when asked what sht* will remember 
most. 

Since most of the students were 
from Ontario and Quebec anyway. 
Toronto was left off the intinerary 
for this first Canadian Studies Train. 
But buoyed by what they experienced 
on this first attempt, its organizers 
are looking forward to bigger and 
better things in the future. 

Instructor John Aimers, a teacher 
at St. John’s Ravenscourt in Winni¬ 
peg, says the backers of the Ca¬ 
nadian Studies Train, particularly St. 
John’s headmaster John Messenger, 
hope several “trains” will eventually 
be run by a non-profit foundation 
which can offer scholarships for 
students who can't afford the stiff 
($1,295 minimum) price tag for the 
trip. 

The tour was administered by Ad 
venture House Travel of Oakville, 
Ont., in co-operation wth Blyth and 
Company of Toronto. 

The travellers were split about 
evenly between independent and pub¬ 
lic school students, with one Ameri¬ 
can, and one Australian as well, and 
the result was a good cross-section of 
student attitudes. Aimers said. 


“These are the advantaged kids 
but it became terrifically evident how 
little understanding there is of things 
we so often take foi* granted.” 

The Canadian Studies Train dis¬ 
pelled some of the ignorance with 
much more than sightseeing and fra 
ternizing with natives along the way. 

Lectures and films gave students 
in-depth knowledge about areas 
through which they passed, although 
not all of them welcomed time in the 
classroom so shortly after the end of 
the school year. 

Within the space of 30 days the 
students also: watched Les Feux Fol 
lets in Charlottetown, took a fishing 
boat into the Bay of Fundy, toured 
Montreal, watched Parliament at 
work; swam in the Banff hot springs, 
toured by snowmobile on the Atha 
baska icefields, canoed the Bowron 
Lakes, and rafted down the Thomp¬ 
son River.

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World snooker champion 
sells game’s finer points 


“Are you writing this for the Colonist?” in¬ 
quired the elderly Cliff Thorburn fan. “What do you 
know about snooker?” he demanded. “Did you know 
Cliff shot IS perfect games? Nobody will ever do 
that again. He has true genius. Why don't you use 
that in your story. True genius.”

The World’s Greatest Snooker Player, so dubbed 
this year in Sheffield, leans forward for a shot. It’s 
nothing extraordinary, just a medium-difficult connec¬ 
tion. 

Silence — nothing but the clink of ice in glasses in a 
posh Uplands rec-room — is his on demand. 

Cliff Thorburn bends down, lining up angles along green 
felt. Blue tip kisses cue ball, which in turn pecks the 
round, red target. Butihe red ball ricochets off a cushion, 
missing the pocket by a fraction. 

“Would you believe I do this for a living?,” Thor¬ 
burn cracks. 

Larry Wilson, up-and-coming gunslinger from Vic¬ 
toria. takes his turn and immediately deposits first red, 
then colored balls into side and corner pockets. 

“I concede,” says Thorburn, gracious in defeat. 

Wilson wins one game. He takes another and it’s 
over. Like the kid from Texas in the movies who 
catches up with an aging fast gun, Larry Wilson has 
stoppi»d the world’s best — in an Uplands basement 
rec-room. 

i’ll remember that for a long, long time,” Wilson 
smiles after a handshake. 

“I’d like to try him when there’s money on the line,” 
Thorburn returns, with a smile bordering on the sar¬ 
donic. 

Cliff Thorburn, 32, is back home for the first time in 18 
months. Victoria-born and Victoria-bred, Thorburn has 
rocketed from the dingy realm of west coast poolrooms to 
the rarified and perfumed air of luxury billiard halls, 
from T-shirt and Levis to tuxedo and black tie. 

Four times champion of Canada, twice champion of 
North America, 1980 champion of the world. Cliff 
Thorburn can’t get used to losing. 

“Just between you and me,” goes his sly aside, 
“that’s the worst table I ever played on. 

“I like to do well everytime I play. I thought things 
would be a little more relaxed here. But these guys 
(Thorburn shot exhibitions Wednesday with two local 
players) were all business, playing it safe, the whole 
works. 

“Larry has a chance to be an excellent player. But 
I’ll tell you what. He’s going to have to leave Vic¬ 
toria to get anywhere.” 

Thorburn heeded that advice long ago, though he 
returns to the south Island at every chance. His fam¬ 
ily, his friends are in Victoria. “I’d love-to live 
here,” he says. 


Someday, maybe, he will again. For now, his base is 
Toronto, where the Canadian snooker action is. 

He’ll spend much of the fall and winter in London, 
though, where his sport is treated with a reverence 
just short of that reserved for the Queen Mother. 

England’s where the money and competition are 
waiting. It’s the place Thorburn needs to be. He’s 
even looking for a semi permanent residence on that 
sceptered isle. 

“They really respect and know the game there. I 
mean, it seems more people watch snooker in Eng¬ 
land than watch the Olympics. During the world title 
game, 14 and a half million people watched live on TV. 

“Over there the players get individual dressing 
rooms, the works. 

‘‘I guess that’s why it’s hard to get too excited over 
the tournaments I play here. 1 was in Vancouver 
last week to play at Seymour Billiards (where Thorburn 
cut his teeth as a professional). 

“I showed up the first two nights in a tuxedo. The 
rest of the players were wearing jeans. So the third 
night I wore casual clothes too and I lost five straight 
games. I don’t know, if the tournament isn’t presented 
properly it just isn’t the same. Now don’t get me 
wrong,” pleads the self-assured, quiet Thorburn. ‘‘The 
man and lady who run Seymour Billiards are two 
of the nicest people in the world. But people here 
don’t seem to understand.” 

For many of us, snooker still holds connotations of 
the hustler, the sleazy poolhall, the backalley ‘hole-in- 
the-wall your parents forbade you to frequent on Friday 
nights. 

The stereotype, basically a North American one, 
bugs Thorburn. 

“Only one snooker tournament in this country is 
presented properly. Look at the contrast between that 
situation and our golf tournaments.” 

His pique is temporary. 

Cliff Thorburn, the travelling man who despises 
losing even when playing for laughs, is glad to put on a 
show in the Uplands rec-room for his family and old 
friends. 

Victoria, he says, is “a hell of a town, a world by 
itself.” ^ 

But England holds the key to fiscal pleqty. 

“Most of the big tournaments are up in Manches¬ 
ter,” says Thorburn, who, despite the fact, would 
rather find digs near London so he can be close to the 
quality golf courses he loves for recreation. 

“I could make $1,000 a night, 30 days a month for 
eight months of the year up there.”

In town for about a week’s vacation before heading to 
the Bahamas (“where I can really relax”), Thorburn 
starts his season again in earnest this fall. 

He’ll play about two tournaments a month, practic¬ 
ing from 3-5 hours daily. The world championship, 
which he won in May, took 12 days to complete. 

Some days, he played up to 15 games. At one stretch, 
by contrast, he had three days off. 

Maintaining that tournament-long concentration is 
the championship snooker player’s biggest challenge. 

Still gung-ho, Thorburn hopes for another 8-9 years 
of tournament-level competition. He has already played 
in eight world championships.. 

Now the interview ends. His public, the Uplands 
basement gallery, is calling. 

Thorburn strolls back to the table for trick shots. On 


the first, two red balls and one cue ball are drained 
into comer pockets. On another, cue ball leaps a ring 
of reds to sink the black into a corner. 

But one stwit keeps balking. Cliff Thorburn, world’s 
greatest snooker player, can’t make it work, even after a 
half-dozen tries. In mock disgust, he yields to the contrary 
cue ball. 

“I do this for a living,” he repeats, smirking. 

His finale, though, is worth the wait. Lining up 
seven snooker balls, he slowly drifts the cue ball 
toward the comer. Before it reaches its destination, 
all seven red ones are machine-gunned into the pock¬ 
et. The white obediently brings up the rear, plop 
ping in the same pocket, dead last. Applause, much 
applause, follows. 

Yes, Cliff Thorburn does this for a living. It’s obvi¬ 
ous.

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Soviets jeer also-ran athletes 


MOSCOW (CP) - Soviet 
sports fans, treated to a record 
number of gold-medal perfor¬ 
mances by their own athletes at 
the Olympic Games, showed Wed¬ 
nesday they don’t suffer losers 
lightly. 

Their basketball team, fa¬ 
vored to win the gold medal in the 
absence of the boycotting Ameri¬ 
cans, had to settle for the bronze 
medal with a 117-94 win over Spain 
while Yugoslavia beat Italy 86-77 
in the gold-medal game. 

The Soviet fans hooted and 
jeered when their team finished 
the bronze-medal game against 
Spain. « 

And there was more whistling 
and jeering when former super¬ 
heavyweight weightlifting cham¬ 
pion Vasily Alexeyev bowed out 
of the event. 

Alexeyev, 38, Olympic cham¬ 
pion in 1972 and 1976, failed three 
times to raise 180 kilograms in the 
snatch while his compatriot, Sul¬ 
tan Rakhmanov, lifted 195 and 
later won the event with a total of 
440. 

TThe UNKIND TREATMENT 
from the fans came while Soviet 
athletes elsewhere pushed the 
country’s leading medal total to a 
record 62 gold, 54 silver and 33 
bronze with four days of competi¬ 
tion remaining. 

East Germany’s second-place 
medals totals stood at 37 gold, 29 
silver and 34 bronze while Italy, 
with a victory by Ezio Gamba in

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the 71-kilogram judo event, moved 
into third spot with seven gold, 
three silver and two bronze. 

Also treated unkindly by the 
fans Wednesday was Poland's 
Wladyslaw Kozakiewicz who 
shrugged off the distraction to win 
the pole vault with a world rec¬ 
ord leap of 5.78 metres. 

The Soviet, French and Polish 
fans took turns cheering their fa¬ 
vorites and trying to un nerve the 
vaulters from the other countries 
but Kozakiewicz ignored the hoot 
ing and broke the world mark of 
5.77 metres set earlier this month 
by Frenchman Philippe Houvion. 
Hojivton finished fourth with a 
jump of 5.65 while Tadeusz Slu¬ 
sarski of Poland and Constantin 
Volkov of the Soviet Union tied for 
second, also at 5.65. 

“I think it hampered perfor¬ 
mances slightly,” Kozakiewicz 
said of the crowd’s antics. 

“I have trained myself to con¬ 
centrate in such a way that I have 
no idea what the other athletes are 
doing, or what is happening in the 
stadium. 

‘‘But the whistling hampered 
us. We all wanted to win, but not at 
any price.” 

IN OTHER TRACK EVENTS, 
Barbel Wockel of East Germany, 
the defending Olympic champion 
in the women’s 200 metres, won 
again with an Olympic record time 
of 22.03 seconds; Viktor Markin of 
the Soviet Union won the men’s 100 
in 41.60 with 1976 champion Alber¬ 


to Juantorena of Cuba finishing 
fourth; Vladimir Kiseliev of the 
Soviet Union won the shot put with 
a throw of 21.35 metres, and East 
German Hartwig Gauder won the 
50-kilometre walk in three hours, 
49 minutes, 23 seconds. 

The Soviet Union also picked 
up gold medals in women's basket¬ 
ball — svlth a 104-73 win dver 
Bulgaria — and two freestyle 
wrestling events, while East Ger¬ 
many claimed the men’s handball 
title. 

Alexeyev, often dubbed ‘‘the 
strongest man in the world,” was 
not expected to repeat past tri¬ 
umphs, but there were reports that 
he would not compete at all in the 
Moscow Games weightlifting un¬ 
less he felt sure of winning at least 
the bronze medal. 


WEDNESDAY’S appearan¬ 
ce was Alexeyev’s first in any 
major event since the 1978 world 
championships in Pennsylvania, 
when he was injured and beaten 
for the last time. 

The crowd waited anxiously 
Wednesday to see if the name of 
Alexeyev, whose photograph filled 
newspapers during the 1976 Mon¬ 
treal Olympics, would appear on 
the scoreboard and chattered ex¬ 
citedly when it did. 

Alexeyev was the eighth out of 
12 competitors to lift the bar and 
only one of three to be eliminated. 


After three times failing to 
make his lift, Alexeyev stared 
briefly at the jeering speetator*- 
and walked quickly away, his face 
hidden from the crowd. 

Rakhmanov went on to win the 
event ahead of Jurgen Heuser of 
East Germany with Tadeusz Rut- 
kowski of Poland claiming the 
bronze. 

Wednesday’s track and field 
finals shared the spotlight at Lenin 
Stadium with the international 
governing body of the sport when it 
put its own red-jacketed officials 
on the field as the final appeals 
authority in the Olympic meet. 

The International Amateur 
Athletic Federation (IA A F) 
moved its appeals jury onto the 
event sites to get a better look at 
the measuring of distances and 
heights by Soviet judges. 

The action followed several 
-complaints about the all-Soviet 
judging staff, especially in the 
men’s discus, javelin and triple 
jump events. 

STEVE OVETT and Sebastian 
Coe, British rivals in the middle 
distance events, easily qualified 
for today’s semifinals of the 1,500 
metres. Ovett, winner of the 800 
last Saturday, won his heat in 
3:36.8 while Coe clocked 3:40.1 in 
finishing second in another heat. 
Coe and Ovett share the world 
record time of 3:32.1. 


Officials 
apologize 
to jogger 

- MOSCOW (Reuter) - A 
British spqrts journalist re¬ 
ceived an apology from the 
Olympic organizers Wed 
nesday after he com¬ 
plained he had been repea¬ 
tedly stopped by suspicious 
Soviet police — for Jog¬ 
ging. 

Chris Brasher of The Ob 
server newspaper, steeple¬ 
chase gold medalist at the 
1956 Melbourne Olympics, 
said he had been stopped by 
police on his daily run be¬ 
tween the Olympic Village 
and the central Rossiya 
Hotel. 

Once he was tackled by a 
policeman who put a wres¬ 
tling hold on him, and on 
another occasion held up by 
several officers for 25 
minutes despite producing 
a letter of introduction 
from Vladimir Popov, 
vice-president of the Olym¬ 
pics organizing commit¬ 
tee.

Fencer out of danger Flag ceremony serapped 


MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet fencer Vladimir Lapitsky, 
stabbed during Olympic fencing competition on Saturday, 
is out of danger, the International Fencing Federation 
doetorsaid Wednesday. 

Dr. Genoe Kamuti of Hungary visited Lapitsky ear 
Her in the day and said afterwards that he is recovering 
well and that, contrary to earlier reports, he was not 
operated on. The doctor said the Soviet fencer did receive 
antibiotics to prevent infection. 

Lapitsky was rushed to the hospital on Saturday, his 
white fencing jacket stained in blood, after his Polish 
opponent’s foil had accidentally broken his leather pro¬ 
tective clothing and stabbed him through the back. 


TALLINN, Estonia 
(Reuter) — Soviet orga¬ 
nizers steered clear of a 
political row at the Olym¬ 
pic yachting competition 
site Wednesday and 
scrapped plans to hoist the 
American flag at the clos¬ 
ing ceremony. 

Earlier, organizing com¬ 
mittee officials insisted the 
United States flag be flown 
alongside the Soviet and 
Greek flags, despite strong 
objections in Washington. 


The gesture, made at 
previous Olympic regattas, 
would have signalled the 
holding of the 1984 Games 
in Los Angeles. 

But I he ceremony ended 
without any of the three 
flags. Flagpoles intended 
‘Tor them stood bare as the 
Olympic banner was 
lowered and the flame ex¬ 
tinguished. 

The change of plan came 
after Monique Berlioux, 
director of the Internation¬ 


al Olympic Committee, 
told reporters there was no 
formal protocol for closing 
the regatta and too require¬ 
ment to hoist flags. 

Because of the U.S. boy¬ 
cott of the Games over the 
Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan, the Carter 
administration told the IOC 
in a letter earlier this 
month that it strongly ob¬ 
jected to the use of its na 
tional flag and anthem.

Special measures have 
also been introduced in this 
program to increase em¬ 
ployment opportunities for 
women, youth, native peo¬ 
ple and persons with physi¬ 
cal disabilities.

tourism development, sal¬ 
mon and fisheries enhance¬ 
ment, enviromental con¬ 
servation as applied to 
forest management, non¬ 
profit housing and rehabili¬ 
tation of low-income hous¬ 
ing, energy conservation 
and the development of al- 
ternative energy re¬ 
sources. 


Early session call 
not cricket—NDP 


The government decision 
to call morning sessions of 
the legislature drew cries 
of “foul” Wednesday from 
the Opposition. 

Wednesday morning is 
the normally scheduled 
time for meetings of the 
public accounts commit 
tee, but the house rules 
say committees cannot sit 
when the house is in formal 
session without the express 
permission of the house. 

Without that leave Wed 
nesday, public accounts 
chairman Ernie Hall 
(NDP Surrey) called his 
committee for the regular¬ 
ly scheduled time of 10 
a m., the same time the full 
legislature was being 
called to attend the orders 
of the day. 

Only six members, all 
NDP, showed up but, even 
though lacking a quorum, it 
was business as usual, with 
Auditor-General Erma 
Morrison answering ques¬ 
tions about her annual re¬ 
port. 

Committee member 
Graham Lea (NDP-Prince 
Rupert), when asked why 
the committee would con¬ 
tinue to question the audi¬ 
tor-general when it was ob¬ 
vious it lacked a quorum, 
answered that “the matter 
has not been drawn to the 
attention of the chair,” a 


routine parliamentary 
strategem. 

At one point, Science 
Minister Pat McGeer wan¬ 
dered into the meeting 
room, whispered in Hall’s 
ear, then left. The conver¬ 
sation was not recorded, 
other than to log McGeer as 
being present, if only for a 
few seconds. 

When the house recon¬ 
vened after the luncheon 
break, the problem of a 
committee meeting in ap¬ 
parent defiance of the 
house rules was brought to 
Deputy Speaker Walter 
Davidson's attention and 
a ruling requested. 

The squabble over meet¬ 


ing times was the chief 
topic of debate outside the 
legislative chamber, with 
the opposition claiming the 
new morning sessions were 
a deliberate attempt to sti¬ 
fle public accounts, and the 
government benches say¬ 
ing that if Hall would just 
ask leave to hold his meet 
ings while the house was 
sitting, he would get it. 

Shortly before the house 
adjourned at 6 p.m., Davids 
son ruled that any commit¬ 
tee sitting without permis 
sion of the house did so 
without proper authority 
and that decisions made 
would be “a nullity.”

Italian girl back 
after court fight

A Langford man pleaded guilty to a charge of false 
pretences in connection with the passing of a bad 
cheque but at sentencing his counsel gave an expla¬ 
nation which prompted Judge Blake Allan to ask for 
further details antfa presentence report. 

The court was told that when Normande Pincombe, 
25, of 2702 Winster gave a cheque for $763.02 to a Happy 
Valley Road man in March for car repairs it was with the 
understanding that the man knew Pincombe didn’t have 
sufficient funds in his account. 

It was more of a promissory note, said counsel 
Scott Hall. At a later date Pincombe had entrusted 
$236.25 to a friend to give the mechanic against his 
account. The money was never delivered and the 
friend is in jail on an unrelated matter. 

At one point during Hall’s explanation of Pincombe’s 
act, prosecutor Nick Lang suggested it might be more 
appropriate to hold a trial rather than accept Pin- 
combe's guilty plea with Hall’s explanations. 

Allan noted that there was some parallel between 
the unusual circumstances of this charge and a unre¬ 
lated robbery charge, originating in Quebec, on which 
Pincombe had appeared before him in 1979. Pincombe 
returned to Quebec and received a suspended sentence on 
the charge along with one year’s probation ending in 
May. 

Allan noted every time Pincombe had appeared 
before him, the crown ended up questioning his guilt while 
his counsel offered a guilty plea. 

Allan remanded Pincombe until Aug. 21 when the 
mechanic who received the cheque will testify prior 
to sentencing. 

COINS IN a fountain proved irresistible for a 21- 
year-old Victoria man last month. 

The court was told that John Williams Of 322 Ed¬ 
wards was observed in the evening of June 22 remov¬ 
ing coins from a fountain—the proceeds of which go to 
assist the retarded—inside the Empress Hotel. 

When apprehended Williams was found to have $3.36 
along with a magnet and a long piece of string. 

Allan questioned the efficiency of a magnet in se¬ 
curing the coins, prompting crown prosecutor Robert 
Mulligan to reply: 

“For all I know with devaluation of coins these 
days, it might be.” 

The court was told that Williams had already been 
suspended from a mechanic’s course he was taking 
because of his numerous court appearances in con¬ 
nection with the theft charge. 

Williams' criminal record included theft, forgery 
and false pretenses convictions. Allan suspended sen¬ 
tence with six months probation to include 20 hours 
community service work. 

A suspended sentence was given to a 17-year-old 
Langford man who pleaded guilty to a charge of taking 
a motor vehicle without the owner’s consent. 

The court was told that Scott MacKay of 636 Gran 
derson on March 5 took the car owned by the father of 
a friend and subsequently was in an accident causing 
about $1,200 damage. 

MacKay told the court that he and car owner had 
agreed upon an $800 figure and he had already made 
restitution to sum of $210. 

Allan placed him on 12 months probation and or¬ 
dered complete restitution by March 1981.

China bracing 
for new blood 



PEKING (AP) — China 
is preparing for National 
People’s Congress and 
Communist Party sessions 
that are expected to sharp¬ 
ly downgrade the legacy of 
the late Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung and bring new 
blood into top government 
posts. 

Both government and 
ideological changes have 
been foreshadowed by in 
sistent demands for old 
leaders to make way for 
younger men and by a vig¬ 
orous campaign to discred¬ 
it Mao, who died in Septem¬ 
ber, 1976. 

Mao founded the Peo 
pie’s Republic of China but 
he also unleashed the 1966 
76 Cultural Revolution that 
is held responsible for the 
devastation of the coun 
try’s industry, agriculture, 
education and culture. 

When the National Peo¬ 
ple’s Congress meets, 
sometime after mid Au 
gust, more than 3.400 depu¬ 
ties will put the proletarian 
seal of approval on major 
changes in economic policy 
and amendments to the 
constitution. 

The major change will be 
abolition of the freedom to 
put up wall posters. 

Before the congress con¬ 
venes, its agenda and its 
outcome already will have 
been decided by China’s 
most important body—the 
Central Committee of the 
Communist Party. 

These are some of the 
changes, already an¬ 
nounced or strongly indi¬ 
cated: 

• Senior Vice-Premier 
Deng Xiaoping, 76, has an¬ 
nounced he will give up his 
government post but retain 
his more powerful position 
as vice-chairman of the 
Communist party. 

• Premier llua Guofeng, 
59, Mao’s successor as 
party chairman, reported¬ 
ly will step down as pre¬ 
mier but stay in his party 
post, although he already is 
boxed in by Deng’s allies. 

• Vice-Premier Zhao 
Ziyang, 61, a protege of 
Deng’s, reportedly will re¬ 
place Hua as premier. 
Chao is an economist who 
has displayed a willingness 
to try capitalist-style 
methods. 

• A number of aging of 
ficials aJso are expected 
to resign to make way for 
younger men. Those ex¬ 
pected to step aside include 
Vice-Premiers Li Xiannian 
and Chen Yun. There is 
speculation Vice Premiers 
Bo Yibo and Chen Yonggui 
also may step aside, but

BRADLEY BEACH, N.J. 
(U FI) — Investigators 
have ruled that a weekend 
fire that killed 23 persons in 
a hotel for the elderly was 
“accidental and electrical 
in nature.” 

Investigators from 'Sev¬ 
eral agencies had been 
working in the gutted in 
terior of the stately, four- 
storey Brinley Inn since the 
blaze Saturday night. 

“From all known avail 
able facts, the physical evi 
dence indicates the cause 
of the fire is accidental and 
electrical in nature,” Mob 
mouth County Prosecutor 
Alexander Lehrer said. 

“All investigative agen¬ 
cies have ruled out arson as 
a possible cause of the 
fire.” 

Their findings were re¬ 
leased the same day that 
state Aa.-k tfflmyman Anth¬ 
ony Villane, angry over the 
release of some mentally 
retarded patients into the 
Brinley, said he would try 
to call hearings into “the 
whole concept of main- 
streaming.” 

At least 10 mentally re¬ 
tarded residents of the 
Brinley had been assigned 
there, and Villane said, 
“There are hundreds of 
these kinds of people in 
places along the shore. ”

• The Congress is ex¬ 
pected to approve the 
policy of economic read¬ 
justment which shifts em¬ 
phasis from heavy to light 
industry and agriculture. 

• China finally will do 
away with the “Four 
Greats” in its constitution. 
They are: “Speaking out 
freely, airing views fully, 
holding great debates and 
writing big-character post¬ 


ers.” The constitution still 
guarantees freedom of 
speech. 

China’s leaders are say¬ 
ing that modernization de¬ 
mands stability and unity 
and that big-character wall 
posters have been used by 
“bad elements” to disrupt 
the social order. 

At its meeting last Feb¬ 
ruary, the Central Com¬ 
mittee proposed to do away 
with the “Four Greats.” 

If a new premier is to be 
named, as Chinese and for¬ 
eign sources indicate, then 
he must be nominated by 
the Central Co*mmittee. 

Top government and 
party posts have increas¬ 
ingly been filled by allies of 
Deng, who was purged 
twice by Mao for being too 
pragmatic.

equipped with air bags in 
the 1982 model year, inter¬ 
mediate and compact cars 
in 1983 and subcompacts in 
1984.

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Mail worker ‘obsessed’ CUPW divided on secrecy call 


with taping confession 


OTTAWA (UPC) — A postal em¬ 
ployee insisted on becoming an in- 
foTirt^T to prove his innocence by 
wringing a confession from a co¬ 
worker after a $96 money packet 
disappeared, postal inspector Robert 
Bois said Wednesday. 

Donald Roper became “obsessed” 
with getting a confession from his co¬ 
worker Alan Steele after Steele was iden¬ 
tified as the only employee present when 
10 packets were missing from a mail 
registration room, Bois said. 

Steele was seen mis-sorting a'money 
packet June 30 but returned the packet to 
Roper. Steele’s actions were seen by Bois 
during his investigation into thefts of 
$6,118 in registered mail packets from 
April 1 to June 30,1977. 

Postal investigator Pierre Latre- 
motiiire told the commission he thought 
the A 'thief” was Steele because he was the 
oniy'efnployee present when 10 packets 
were’ missing from the registration 
room. 


But counsel for the Canadian Union of 
Postal Employees, Tom McDougall, said 
the employee chart drawn up by Latre- 
mouille hadn’t included supervisors. 

Although the packet was returned, 
investigators interviewed Steele, took 
him to the police station and searched his 
apartment. 

Steele was released without charges 
but Roper was “obsessed” and thought 
investigators suspected him, Bois told the 
commission. 

Roper was “extremely nervous” and 
kept coming to see me because he was 
concerned he was the “main suspect”, 
Bois said. “I kept telling him he wasn’t.! 
told his wife, him and his doctor. I even 
wrote a letter to his lawyer.” 

“On his third or fourth visit, he sug¬ 
gested he wear a tape and go and 
get a confession from Steele. I wasn’t 
going to turn him away,” said Bois. 

Bois borrowed the tape recorder from 
the RCMP. 

Bois said he told Roper to “give it 
up and come back” before the meet¬ 
ing and later cut up the tape because 
there was no confession. 


OTTAWA (CP) - The 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers split Wednesday 
on a proposal to put a blan¬ 
ket of secrecy over the vot¬ 
ing patterns of its 23,000 
members on strike calls 
and proposed contracts. 

The controversy, which 
remains unsettled until a 
vote later this week, rose at 
the national convention of 
postal workers and split the 
283 delegates along East- 
West regional lines. 

After a first vote on the 
matter—which indicated a 
slight majority favor se¬ 
crecy—Montreal local 
president Marcel Perrault 
said he hadn’t seen any¬ 
thing like it in 20 years in 
the union and declared. 
“The Montreal section will 
not be gagged by anyone.” 

The plan would bar re¬ 
porters from attending 
ratification votes and pro¬ 
hibit union officials from 
revealing to reporters or 
other union locals the re¬ 
sults of their local votes. 
Only national results would 


be made public after votes 
from across the country 
are counted. 

Supporters of the plan 
said the press has no busi¬ 
ness In their meetings in 
the first place. But their 
main reason was that small 
locals and western locals 
are influenced too much by 
the way eastern locals 
vote. It was better not to 
tell them. 

One Ontario union offi¬ 
cial said that during the 
vote on the last contract in 
May, the results of votes in 
Halifax, Montreal and 
other key centres were in 
the newspapers before 
small locals in his province 
had even received the con¬ 
tract documents the mem¬ 
bers were voting on. 

"In Vancouver we knew 
the votes of everyone else 
and by that time our vote 
was meaningless,” argued 
a West Coast delegate. 

The constitution commit¬ 
tee recommended rejec¬ 
tion of the plan, saying

racy, like to tell their mem¬ 
bers the local vote results 
immediately and invite the 
press to attend meetings or 
hear the results so every¬ 
thing appears above board. 

However, the commit¬ 
tee’s recommendation was 
overturned when delegates 
from Ontario and the West 
defeated delegates from 
Quebec and the Atlantic re¬ 
gion. The committee now 
must recommend accep¬ 
tance of the plan and a 
second vote will be held. 

In another tussle over the 
union constitution, the At¬ 
lantic delegation lost an at¬ 


tempt to give individual 
members a bigger say in 
what contract proposals 
their-leaders take to con¬ 
tract talks. 

The Atlantic proposal 
was defeated after union 
president Jean-Claude 
Parrot said union leaders 
and negotiators should be 
trusted to pick the best con¬ 
tract demands from all the 
proposals — some of them 
contradictory — from 
members across the coun¬ 
try. 

"I think this woulJ repre¬ 
sent a lack of leadership 
and this is not the way 
we’ve built up the union” 
Parrot said in characteriz¬ 


ing the plan under which all 
union members would vote 
individually on all propos 
als from every region be 
fore the contract negotla- 
tors get them. 

And in a third battle, the 
majority of delegates en¬ 
dorsed a rule restricting 
the activities of shop stew¬ 
ards despite critics who 
termed the rule a limit on 
civil rights that could be 
abused. 

The rule says that shop 
stewards cannot use their 
union function to promote 
or convey the ideas of any 
organization “aimed at di 
viding or destroying the 
union or its members.”

High-cost shield 
for cloth firms

OTTAWA — The federal government 
could cut the average Canadian’s cloth¬ 
ing bill by almost a third, simply by letting 
him shop the markets of the world, 
says a Harvard economist in a contro¬ 
versial study released Wednesday. 

Glenn Jenkins urges the government 
to abandon a two-year-old trade policy 
which forces consumers to buy expensive 
Canadian-made clothing instead of cheap 
garments from Hong Kong, Taiwan, 
Korea and 11 other developing nations 
out of the country. Imports from these 
countries are rigidly controlled. 

A typical low-income family would 
save $86 a year, he estimates. 

His study, commissioned by the North- 
South Institute, a private agency which 
promotes fairer treatment of the world’s 
poor nations, could not have come at a 
more sensitive time. 

In two weeks, the Textile and Clothing 
Board, the agency which regulates im¬ 
ports, is to recommend to the government 
whether to maintain or abolish the im 
port limits. Its report is expected to 
generate a major debate this fall. 

There is a strong argument for leaving 
the limits in place. If Canada opened 
the door to a flood of cheap shirts, jackets, 
dresses and children’s wear from the Far 
East, thousands of Quebec textile work¬ 
ers would lose their jobs and many small 
towns in the province would be all but 
wiped off the map. 

But Jenkins shoots down this tradition¬ 
al justification for protecting jobs with 
several thought-provoking figures. 

He calculates the import restrictions 
kept 6,000 textile employees at work last 
year. The average worker earned $10,000. 
But his job cost taxpayers $32,959. In 
sheer economic terms, it would have been 


better to allow all 6,000 to go on un¬ 
employment insurance. 

Jenkins says Canada’s textile workers 
are trapped in low-paying jobs with no fu¬ 
ture. If the government really wanted to 
help them, it would get them out of the 
rickety, outdated textile factories of 
small town central Canada and pay the 
cost of offering them useful skills and 
helping them find new jobs. 

The government has always said its 
import quotas were temporary. The idea 
was to give textile producers a little 
breathing space—time tp modernize and 
become competitive without the low-wage 
manufacturers of the Far East breathing 
down their necks. 

It seems, however, that they have 
failed to <Jo this. Charles Barrett, director 
of regional forecasting for the Conference 
Board, an Ottawa-based economic re¬ 
search organization, says Quebec textile 
makers have not bought new equipment, 
Unproved their plants or planned for the 
“uture. 

Jenkins puts the total cost to the coun¬ 
try of the import quotas at $467 million a 
year—almost enough to pay the old age 
benefits of every pensioner in the country 
for a month. 

Of this, $334 million goes to the protect¬ 
ed Canadian textile manufacturers, $92 
million goes to the federal government in 
the iuties on those imports which are al¬ 
lowed in and $41 million goes to the few 
carefully-selected foreign producers (in 
some cases they have to be licenced) 
privileged to sell in Canada. 

One of the most explosive questions 
now confronting cabinet as it struggles to 
fulfil its election promise to give Canada 
a forward looking industrial strategy is 
what to do with the country’s weak, labor- 
intensive industries.

OTTAWA (CP) —Butter, 
cheese, ice cream and yo¬ 
gurt will cost more next 
month because of a pay 
raise for dairy farmers an¬ 
nounced Wednesday by 
Agriculture Minister Eu¬ 
gene Whelan. 

Whelan told reporters the 
increases—including eight 
cents a pound (17 eents-a- 
kilogram) for butter— 


would add another 22 cents 
to the weekly grocery bill 
for a family of four. 

But it will give an aver¬ 
age dairy farmer another 
$4,770 a year to help him 
cope with costs which Sta¬ 
tistics Canada says are 7.4 
per cent higher than last 
year. 

Crop production costs 
alone have increased 22.3

increases for fuel, fertiliz¬ 
er and seed. 

Farmers will get higher 
prices for milk delivered to 
dairy product manufac¬ 
turer.' starting Friday, the 
beginning of the 1980-81 
dairy year.

But maintaining the fed¬ 
eral subsidy at $2.66 a hun¬

No ray 
perils 


in VDTs 


TORONTO (UPC) - 
“Not a jot of evidence” 
supports claims that video 
display terminals emit haz¬ 
ardous radiation, reports a 
Toronto public health de¬ 
partment study released 
Wednesday. 

Gerald Caplan, a health 
department spokesman, 
said the terminals used by 
four female Toronto Star 
VDT operators could not be 
blamed for birth defects in 
their children. 

“We’ve looked at every 
single study done on VDTs 
from one end of the world 
to the other,” Caplan said. 
“There is not a single case 
that can be documented 
that has shown the slightest 
dangerous level of radia¬ 
tion. 

“There is no scientific 
evidence whatsoever 
. . . Ihat four abnormal 
births by four Toronto Star 
operators were caused by 
abnormal radiation.” 

Caplan said there could 
be some ill-effects for VDT 
users, but none were from 
radiation. 

“There is some evidence 
eye strain, headaches and 
stress may result from use 
of the machines, and we 
think that should be studied 
more carefully,” he said, 
“but as for the specific fear 
of radiation from VDTs— 
not a jot of evidence. 

“There’s no excuse, in 
our view, for panicking 
anxious VDT operators 
who have proper fears of 
some kind of radiation but 
who shouldn't worry about 
radiation from these kinds 
of machines.” 

Forty-nine terminals at 
the Star were tested last 
week by an official of the 
provincial labor ministry 
after the newspaper re¬ 
ceived notice from the 
Southern Ontario News¬ 
paper Guild that four of 
seven pregnant women 
working there last year 
gave birth to children with 
defects.

Plant on brink 

The troubled Maplewood poultry 
processing plant at Abbotsford could 
be bankrupt by Friday unless a buyer 
can be found, says Ron Heppell, 


B.C.. briefly 


chairman of the B.C. turkey market¬ 
ing board. 

In an interview from Surrey on 
Tuesday, Heppell said the marketing 
board urged federal Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Eugene Whelan to help finance 
B.C. producers trying to buy the 
plant. 

“We told him time has run out,” 
Heppell said. “Turkeys are starting 
to die in the Interior because of the 
heat.” 

The marketing board was told the 
$500,000 the B.C. producers were pre¬ 
pared to invest wasn’t enough and 
Whelan refused to say when a deci¬ 
sion on a purchase bid by the U.S. 
multinational Cargill Grain Co. would 
be made. 

Maplewood closed June 27 after 
federal and provincial support 
stopped. The plant originally shut 
down in April when the federal For¬ 


eign Investment Review Agency— 
with B.C. governmfent backing—re¬ 
jected a Cargill purchase proposal. 

B.C. Agriculture Minister James 
Hewitt later changed his govern¬ 
ment’s stand when a Canadian buyer 
could not be found, FIRA approved 
the sale to Cargill, but Whelan turned 
it down, saying Ottawa was trying to 
find a buyer. 

Meanwhile, Peter Hayward, Car¬ 
gill executive supervisor, said the 
firm hasn’t been told of Ottawa’s 
plans for Maplewood, which employs. 
135 people. 

He also said that as a result of 
assurances from a federal official 
that the purchase would go through, 
Hayward signed an agreement with 
Maplewood owner Bryan Hambley 
and Meikle and preparations were 
made to have the plant operating 
again by week’s end. 

“We’re still a willing 
buyer ... but we aren’t going to be 
fooling around with this much longer. 
I’ll take my money and go else¬ 
where.” 


Open-Dixon plea 

United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union has asked Fisheries 
Minister Romeo LeBlanc to open the 
Dixon Entrance salmon run to Cana¬ 
dian fishermen immediately. 

The union said at a news confer¬ 
ence Wednesday that B.C. fishermen 
could harvest as many as two million 
salmon if given access to the run 
between the Queen Charlotte Islands 
and the Alaska Panhandle. 

Spokesman George Hewison said 
the union wants LeBlanc to lift off¬ 
shore limits set out in .an interim 
bilateral treaty the union says heavi¬ 
ly favors the Americans. 

Hewison said the Dixon Entrance 
run may last no more than a week and 
LeBlanc must act immediately. 

Disposal panel 

Environment Minister Stephen 
Rogers Wednesday announced his in¬ 
tention to form a hazardous waste 
disposal committee this fall. 


Rogers said he had sent letters to a 
dozen private and public agencies 
asking them to nominate members to 
what he calls the Hazardous Waste 
Management Committee which he 
hopes to see in operation by late Sep¬ 
tember. 

The committee, headed by R.H. 
Ferguson, director of the ministry’s 
waste management branch, will con¬ 
sider existing hazardous waste vol¬ 
umes, transportation and disposal 
practices. It will also advise the min¬ 
ister on the best methods of control¬ 
ling volume, treatment, transporta¬ 
tion and final disposal.

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New name , status 
for New Hebrides 


PORT VILA (AP) — With a simple 
ceremony of prayers, this British- 
French archipelago, formerly known 
as the New Hebrides, has become the 
independent country of Vanuatu. 

B>ut the largest of the idyllic isles that 
inspired Janies Michener’s Tales of the 
South Pacific is torn by rebellion. 

About 500 people gathered outside the 
administration buildings on the Port Vila 
harborfront to see Rev. Walter Lini, an 
Anglican priest, sworn in as the country’s 
first prime minister and Ati George 
Sokomanu as president. 

Sokomanu appealed in a broadcast to 
the 72 islands of the group for an end to 
the divisions and rivalries resulting from 
the 74 years of joint colonial rule by 
Britain and France. 

The French minister of state for for¬ 
eign affairs, Olivier Stirn, and British 
minister of state Peter Blaker were 
among the 34 officials attending the 
ceremony. The United States was repre¬ 
sented by Michener, who won a Pulitzer 
prize for the Tales , a collection of stories 
based on his wartime experiences on 
Espiritu Santo, the island that was 
plunged into rebellion two months ago. 

Bigger celebrations are planned for 
today—with tribal dancing, canoe races, 
feasts of roast pig and fireworks. But the 
failure of the former colonial powers to 
end the insurrection cast a shadow over 
the festivities and threatened the stability 
of the fledgling nation. 

Jimmy Stevens, a former bulldozer 
driver with 25 wives, took over Lugan- 
ville, the main town on Espiritu Santo, two 
months ago with a band of tribesmen 
armed with bows and arrows. 


British and French troops flew into the 
island last week, but have not acted on 
calls by the Vanuatu government for Ste¬ 
vens’ arrest. 

Stevens wants autonomy for Santo and 
the new government fears separatist 
sentiment could spread to the other is¬ 
lands, threatening its tenuous authority 
over the population of 112,000 people, 
scattered across more than 13,000 square 
kilometres of archipelago 700 nautical 
miles east of Australia. 

The rebel leader is supported by 
French and mixed-race planters. He has 
received financial backing from a group 
« of businessmen from the Nevada-based 
Phoenix Foundation seeking a tax haven 
on the island. 

Because of the absence of direct taxa¬ 
tion, there has been growing interest 
in the islands as a financial centre. 

Papua New Guinea, a primitive South 
Pacific island that gained independence 
from Australia five years ago, is consid¬ 
ering helping the Lini government by 
sending a 300-man peacekeeping force to 
Santo from among its 3,000 Australian- 
trained troops. 

Stirn told a news conference that 
France would provide protection for 
French citizens living on the island fol¬ 
lowing independence but would not tol¬ 
erate military intervention to put down 
the rebels, most of whom are Frencji 
speakers. 

Although the archipelago was jointly 
ruled by Britain and France in an unusual 
and often uneasy arrangement known as 
condominium government, it is economic¬ 
ally more dependent on France, which, 
with .Australia, is its major source of 
imported goods.

LONDON (AP) — “Be a 
postman’s pal/’ the British 
post office is appealing to 
dog-owners. 

The plea Is part of a cam¬ 
paign launched after the 
failure of a special dog re¬ 
pellent that was a big hit 
with the mailmen but 
caused havoc with their 
wives. 

Operation Pongo—“an 
experiment aimed at pre¬ 
venting attack by dogs’’— 
has been launched by the 
post office in the hope of 
finally ending the image of 
the petrified postman, let¬ 
ters flying, dog tearing at 
his pants. 

For a few weeks, the 
country’s postmen chased 
off dogs by dousing their 
trousers with repellent. 

But when the postmen 
got home, things were dif¬ 
ferent. The smell lingered, 
the wives were unhappy 
and the post office has 
withdrawn the repellent. 

“If we can’t appeal to the 
dog, we can appeal to its 
owner,” a post office 
spokesman said. 

“Research has not really 
shown what it is about post¬ 
men that dogs hate. But 
whatever the reason, a dog 
kept under control when 
the postman calls is the 
best remedy.”

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Gaping holes in nursing 
ranks close down beds

The current system 
of training nurses in 
B.C. can’t meet de¬ 
mand and the result is 
closed hospital wards 
and over taxed emer¬ 
gency facilities, health 
officials say. 

“Our educational 
programs for the prep¬ 
aration of registered 
nurses are not ade¬ 
quate for producing 
the number of nurses 
required,” said Mari¬ 
lyn Carmack, execu¬ 
tive-director of the Re- 
gistercd Nurses 
Association of B.C. 

She said that 10 
years ago B.C. was 
educating only about 
46 per cent of the 
nurses required in the 
province. That figure 
has dropped to 32 per 
cent. 

The association, 
with a membership of 
23,400, acts in part as a 
recruiting agency for 
members. Carmack 
said operations requir¬ 
ing nurses reported 489 
vacancies at the end of 
June, 57 per cent of the 
positions available in 
the metropolitan Van¬ 
couver area. 

She said a lack of 
orientation procedures 
in hospitals and expan- 
sion of long-term, 
acute care and ambu¬ 
latory programs have 


exacerbated the short¬ 
age. The problem can 
only be alleviated by a 
joint effort by the edu¬ 
cation and health min¬ 
istries. 

"If the government 
is going to provide 
these services, it has to 
make sure we have the 
people to do it,” Car¬ 
mack said. 

A recent association 
survey of 1,800 nurses 
reflected other rea¬ 
sons for the shortage. 
Of 1,100 nurses who re¬ 
sponded, 40 per cent 
cited family duties and 
30 per cent blamed ir¬ 
regular shifts for their 
withdrawal from the 
work force. 

Bernadette Ratsoy, 
head of the 450 regis¬ 
tered nurses at Van¬ 
couver’s second lar¬ 
gest hospital, St. 
Paul’s, said "reality 
shock” and the "re¬ 
frigerator nurse,” 
combined with societSt* 


changes, have left gap¬ 
ing holes in profession¬ 
al nursing ranks. 

"The profession has 
lost whatever glamor 
it had in the past," she 
said. "The work is 
hard and the environ¬ 
ment generally is just 
not what nurses had in 
mind.” 


Ratsoy said the "re¬ 
frigerator nurse”— 
one who has returned 
fo work so she can buy 
a new appliance—has 
created a spate of part- 
time, under-qualified 
nurses when special¬ 
ization is needed. 

In the past, St. Paul’s 
closed down beds oq)y 
during summer when 


vacations take their 
toll. Now the hospital 
has a year-round pArb- 
lem and must live with 
30 fewer nurses than 
the usual complement. 

Vancouver General 
Hospital, one of the 
largest in North 
America, has been hit* 
hardest. The hospital’s 
normal complement of 


1,200 to 1,350 full-time 
nursing position cur¬ 
rently has 191 vacan¬ 
cies, compared with 
121 for the same time 
last year. 

Mary Murphy, vice- 
president of nursing 
affairs at Vancouver 
General, said shorter 
college nursing pro¬ 
gram and gradual 


phasing out of hospi¬ 
tal-based nursing * 
schools has meant de¬ 
creased clinical prac¬ 
tice for nursing stu¬ 
dents. 

"The present educa¬ 
tion system does not 
provide what the em¬ 
ployers perceive as an 
adequate amount of 
clinical practice,” she 
said. 

Dr. Leonard Frat- 
kin, a surgeon in Van¬ 
couver for 30 years, 
said the principle of 
on-the-job experience 
among a readily avail¬ 
able professional staff 
should be the bedrock 
of nursing in Canada. 

“There is no ques¬ 
tion that it’s not the 
nurse who’s respon¬ 
sible but the mecha¬ 
nism of training.” 

B.C. health ministry 
spokesman John 
Mackin said the gov¬ 
ernment recognizes 
the problem but said it 


occurs throughout the 
country, not just B.C. 

More than 700 nurses 
graduated from B.C.'s 
12 nursing schools in 
1979 and Mackin said 
the health and educa¬ 
tion ministries feel the 
rate of nursing educa¬ 
tion is adequate. 

Carmack said the 
RNABC’s membership 
is growing at about six 
per cent a year, but of 
the 1,593 new nurses 
registered in 1979, only 
514 were from B.C. 

She said the trend to 
recruit nurses from 
Alberta and Ontario-is 
becoming less feasible 
as those provinces ex¬ 
perience shortages of 
their own. 

Glen Penwarden. ex¬ 
ecutive-director of 
Prince George Region¬ 
al Hospital, said his 
hospital’s cqprent va¬ 
cancy rate of 25 nurses 
will be relieved this 
fall with several 
nurses recruited in 
Great Britain. 

Faye Cooper, 
spokesman for Van¬ 
couver General, said 
the hospital often 
sends administrators 
to Ontario *o recruit. 
Last year the hospital 
hired about 60 nurses 
from Ontario. 

"The women are 
going elsewhere,” she 
said. “We’re also being 
raided by the U.S.” 


Victoria shows way . 


The problem of nursing staff shortages can be 
dealt with, as Victoria hospitals have demonstrat¬ 
ed. 

Royal Jubilee Hospital, which was forced to 
close beds last summer because of a nursing 
shortage, particularly in specialty areas, this 
spring developed a refresher course for nurses who 
wanted to get back into nursing. 

The program attracted more than 20 nurses and 
further courses are planned. Among other things, 


the hospital was able to hire several nurses 
interested in working steady night shifts, among 
the hardest positions to fill. 

At Victoria General, a decentralized hiring sys¬ 
tem gives hiring authority to head nurses on the 
wards. The system means each ward has a roster of 
nurses qualified to work on it who can be called 
when necessary, and although the system took time 
to develop, and orientation for new nurses is more 
costly than usual, the hospital has been able to avoid 
ward closures resulting from nursing shortages. 




TIMELY SLAP 
ON BEHIND 
MAY BE BEST

QUEBEC (CP) — A misbehaving child sometimes 
needs a slap on the bum more than a visit to a 
specialist, delegates have been told at an interna¬ 
tional education conference. 

Parents shouldn’t feel they have to consult a profes¬ 
sional every time they fear their child may be showing 
signs of abnormal behavior, television broadcaster Den¬ 
ise Bombardier told the 16th assembly of the World 
Organization for Pre-School Education. 

"As Freud said, ‘a cigar is sometimes a cigar,’ 
and sometimes the solution to a child’s reaction is a 
slap on the behind rather than a visit to a special¬ 
ist,” she said. 

Mrs. Bombardier, who works for the French wing of 
the CBC/said that too many parents feel intimidated or 
insecure when dealing with child-care professionals. 

"THE COMPULSION WITH which some parents 
watch for the smallest supposedly abnormal reaction in 
their child is evidence of this great uneasiness,” she said 
in the keynote address to 1,200 delegates from about 40 
countries on the opening day of the conference. 

"It’s evident that parents should go for outside 
help when their child shows signs of serious prob¬ 
lems. But it’s unacceptable for the professionals to 
believe they have the right and the duty to take the 
place of the parent in the child’s education and shaping of 
its future,” she said, calling that attitude "kidnapping by 
professionals.” 

Bombardier said some of the modern-day child- 
rearing problems stem from confusion about the role of 
parents in a constantly changing society. 

WHILE IDENTIFYING HERSELF with the feminist 
movement, the mother of one noted that "It’s difficult to 
be the son or daughter of a feminist.” 

Feminists, she said, are trying to invent new ways 
of being mothers, and that can lead them to “refuse 
their role because it's traditional and at other limes 
to become overwhelming because they feel guilty for not 
being like their own mothers.”

Bishop keeps Canada from harm 


But no product is ‘absolutely safe’ he warns 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
man responsible for guard¬ 
ing the public against 
health hazards doesn’t 
touch alcohol, coffee, tea 
or cigarettes. 

Dr. Alex Morrison, head 
of the health protection 
branch of the federal 
health department, must 
make sure dangerous 
drugs, chemicals, foods 
and medical devices are 
kept off the market. 

However, the assistant 
deputy health minister is 
also a Bishop of the Mor¬ 
mon church, whose mem¬ 
bers do not use alcohol, 
coffee, tea or cigarettes. 

For Morrison, there is 
complete separation of 
church and state. Truth 
and love a/e good church 
doctrine, but science must 
dominate in health depart¬ 
ment laboratories, he says. 

Highly respected by his 
peers in inr ....National 
scientific frompiunity, the 
19-year-old Morrison Is a 
frequent consultant to the 
World Health Organization 
and has published nearly 
100 papers on nutrition, bio 
chemistry, toxicology and 
pharmacology. 

But there is more to his 
life than his work in his 
government office. 

A typical day starts at 6 
a.m. with 20 minutes of 
scripture reading. When 
most people are struggling 
with a first cup of coffee, 
Morrison is busy in the gar 
den before heading to work 
for8a.m. 

And after the evening 
family meal, he is off tend 
ing to the needs of his :mmi 
member congregation 
Morrison counsels, 
teaches, marries and 
buries

numerous—reduced heart 
disease, few divorces and 
happiness.

fore it was recalled. 

However, the incident 
alerted governments to the 
dangers of untested chemi¬ 
cals. 

Still, Morrison maintains 
that no product is absolute¬ 
ly safe in scientific terms. 

And this oft-repeated 
statement reflects in part 
the kind of judgment he 


applies in making deci¬ 
sions. 

"The benefits and risks 
are carefully weighed. Is it 
worth the risk?” 

Products approved by 
the health department for 
use in Canada have been 
tested, usually by the 
manufacturers, and the 
data from those tests are 
scrutinized by department 
scientists. Morrison gives 
his approval if results are 


( 


satisfactory and test 
methods sound. 

Morrison criticizes "pub¬ 
lic cancerphobia," saying 
the government cannot 
provide guarantees when 
regulating chemical sub¬ 
stances. 

The continued use of ni¬ 
trates and nitrites, suspect¬ 
ed cancer-causing agents 
used in the curing of meat, 
best illustrates his risk-ver- 
sus-benefit argument. 

The department will 
phase oqt their use in the 
meat-packing industry 
only if a safe and reliable 
substitute is found. 

"In-considering appro¬ 
priate action on nitrite, it 
must be kept in mind that 
its use is required to pre¬ 
vent growth in cured meats 
of Clostridium botulinum, 
a micro-organism which 
causes botulism, a serious 
and often deadly disease,” 
says the health protection 
branch. 

Adds Morrison: "People 
cannot have a zero risk 
food supply.” 

However, the effects of 
alcohol, tobacco and poor 
nutritional habits are also 
among the most serious 
health issues for Morrison. 
All contribute in some way 
to heart disease, the lead 
ing killer in North America 
and Europe. 

"Two of three adults are 
overweight," he says. “We 
have problems of cardio¬ 
vascular disease* which has 
a clear dietary compo 
oe«it.” 

Nearly $2 billion is spent 
each year on heart disease, 
he notes And one fifth of 
all days spent in hospital 
are by patients recovering 
from heart attacks, high

! QUEBEC (CP) — By the time today’s children reach 
.adulthood, they will have spent more time watching 
^television than engaging in any other activity except 


sleeping, says a researcher studying the way children 
relate to television. 

And the way they watch TV reflects their aoility to 
cope with the world, J.K. Bishop told a workshop 
at the 16th assembly of the World Organization for 
Pre-School Education this week. 

Bishop, a professor at the University of Alberta in 
Edmonton, said his research into how TV affects 
the way young children play has led him to identify 
at least two different styles of television watching in 
children. 

Some children, he found, are “reacters”—they watch 
what is going on without becoming involved. 


<( The readers will sit tipped forward a little, head 
raised, with their eyes round and glassy, their jaw 
slack,” he said, imitating the position in front of the 
workshop audience. 

Other children are what he calls “participate^”— 
they will sing along with a jingle if they know the 
words, or dance around if that is what is going on in 
the program. 

If the good guy in a television show is being threa¬ 
tened, Bishop said, “this kid will go over to the 
screen and try to hold the good guy there” to keep 
him from danger.

vital entry to declarer’s 
hand.

Bishop told the workshop his results are based on 
research carried out in Alberta with children of varying 
socio-economic and racial backgrounds and ages. 

One thing that does change a child’s watching style is 
physical contact with an adult—like sitting on a parent’s 
lap. 

That way the parent’s reactions reinforce the child’s. 
Bishop said, adding that he hopes his work will help get 
children to be more active and participatory when they 
watch television.

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Lady drivers become 
strong market force

Women today are a major force in the 
auto market. Indeed, they are driving, 
buying and influencing the purchase of 
more cars than ever before. 

Last year, for example, women made 
the final decision in about 40 per cent 
of all new-car purchases, compared with 
15 per cent in the early 1960s and 20 per 
cent in 1971. 

Women also are getting more jobs in the 
auto industry as well—in research, de¬ 
sign, engineering, sales, public relations. 

This increasingly is evident in the auto¬ 
mobile showrooms around the country. 

‘‘Women have become an increasingly 
important part of the market,” said 
Gordon B. MacKenzie, sales vice presi¬ 
dent for the Ford Motor Co. ‘‘More 
women are working now than ever before, 
and their jobs are creating both a need for 
transportation and the economic muscle 


to decide what that transportation will 

be.” 

Women buy more small cars than do 
men, for instance. They are the pri¬ 
mary drivers of 43 per cent of the sub¬ 
compacts and small sporty cars, 42 per 
cent of the compacts, but only 32 per cent 
of large and 28 per cent of the luxury 
lines. 

Ford says that most women drivers do 
not want a “totally different” car from 
men, either. Whenever the auto industry 
has tried to sell cars with special trims 
and features which it thought would ap¬ 
peal to the women, the attempts usually 
have bombed. 

Ford’s consumer feedback studies show 
that women see their cars in a different 
light than do men, and performance is 
usuallya safety feature to ensure good 
passing ability which allows them to 
manoeuver more safely in traffic. 

They often are very interested in a car 
that handles and parks easily.

The Royal Lipizzan Stal¬ 
lions, billed as the “World’s 
Greatest Equine Extrava¬ 
ganza” will be making 
their annual appearance in 
Victoria Tuesday evening, 
Aug. 5 at the Memorial 
Arena. 

It will be the only Van¬ 
couver Island appearance 
of the great white stal¬ 
lions. 

Walt Disney’s motion 
pickture, The Miracle of 
the White Stallions, depict¬ 
ing the rescue of the horse 
from Czechoslovakia by 
General Patton’s men dur 
ing the Second World War 
and their return to Austria, 
did much to publicize and 
create sympathy and ad¬ 
miration for the Lipiz- 
zaners in the United States. 

The Lipizzan is the aris¬ 
tocrat, the royalty of the 
equestrian world. His dis¬ 
tant ancestors from the 
Orient carried Genghis 
Khan out of the wastes of 
Asia to conquer much of 
the then known world. 
Famous for their endur¬ 
ance, strength and speed, 
they became almost exclu¬ 
sively the property of the 
nobility and the military 
aristocracy. Stallions were 
trained for battle: Their 
great leaps and caprioles 
struck fear into the hearts 
of foot-soldiers who op¬ 
posed the well-mounted sol¬ 
diers. The gentle intelligent 
white mares became the 
coach horses of the elite. 

Today the Lipizzan 
horses, considered by some 
to be the world’s most 
beautiful, are famous for 
their classic dressage 
movements and their in¬ 
credible and graceful leaps 
into the air. 



Born dark, the young Li- 
pizzaner does not acquire 
its white coat until it is 
from three to seven years 
old. Slow to mature, the 
young stallion does not 
enter the school until he is 
nearly four and will not be 
fully trained until he is 
eight. During the first six to 
12 weeks of training, the 
stallion is schooled in 
straight lines in as natural 
a position as possible, 
made acquainted with the 
simple aids, and furthered 
and strengthened in his de¬ 
velopment. 

Only in the second year is 
he made flexible, supple 
and obedient through rid¬ 
ing turns and rounds, 
changes in steps and paces 
as well as by stopping, and 
he is then prepared for his 
later tasks by systematic 
gymnastic exercises. 

Then, the stallion passes 
to the “high school”. The 
aim of this work is to get 
the horse into absolute bal¬ 
ance and thereby to in¬ 
crease his dexterity, to im¬ 
prove his carriage and 
make his gait more effec¬ 
tive. The liveliness of the 
horse must be seen in his 
paces, in the short steps, 
lateral movements, small 
and smallest turnings, such 
as in the Pirouette or in the 
Piaffe and Passage. 

Training above the 
ground for the spectacular 
leaps is only done with a 
very few exceptionally ta¬ 
lented animals, horses

More Americans now living alone 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The changing lifestyle of 
Americans is providing a 
jolt to many community 
leaders as they review the 
first unofficial figures 
from the 1980 census. 

During the last decade 
more and more Americans 
have begun living alone or 
as couples with few or no 
children, a sharp contrast 
to the “baby boom” years 
which saw the fastest 
growth in U.S. history. 


This change means that 
even though cities may 
have more homes and 
apartments—more house¬ 
holds—than a decade ago, 
they still may be facing a 
shrunken population. And 
fdr northern and eastern 
cities that trend is added to 
migration patterns that 
saw Americans moving out 
of those areas and into the 
southern and western 
“sunbelt.”.. . 

These changes have 


come home with sudden 
impact in recent weeks as 
“preliminary unofficial” 
census figures were sent to 
most of the country’s 39,000 
communities. And the out¬ 
cry has been sizable from 
officials who depend on 
census figures to deter¬ 
mine the money they can 
get through revenue-shar¬ 
ing and dozens of other fed¬ 
eral programs. 

The intent of sending out 
the unofficial figures to 


local officials, Census 
Director Vincent Barabba 
said, is to give them a 
chance to challenge the bu¬ 
reau’s count and get it cor¬ 
rected where errors have 
been made. 

When final figures are 
complete, he said, the bu¬ 
reau expects to find that 
the population of the United 
States increased nine per 
cent in the last decade, the 
slowest growth since the 
Depression decade of the 
1930s. 


Barabba noted that in 
1970 the average household 
in the United States includ¬ 
ed 3.1 persons, but by last 
year that had declined to 
2 . 8 . 

“The implication of of 
suich a drop in household 
size it that a community 
might generally have to ex¬ 
perience at least a 10-per¬ 
cent increase in the num¬ 
ber of housing units in 
order to maintain its 1970 
population level,” the bu¬ 
reau reported.

One hip shapely, the other straight 


Dear Dr. Donohue: This 
is about my 15-year-old 
daughter. We have noticed 
that her hips are not even. 
It is noticeable that one hip 
is shapely and curved and 
the other straight. Also, 
one shoulder seems lower. 

We have come to the con¬ 
clusion that she possibly 
has one leg shorter than the 
other. We have tried to 
measure with a yardstick, 
but it is hard to do it. When 
she raises the short side her 
flat hip conforms to the 
shapely hip. 

She weighs about 102 and 
has grown to 5 feet 5 inches. 
She is active—in swim¬ 
ming, etc. I am leery of 
x-rays causing sterility. 
Can you help? — Mrs. 
L.W. 

Frequently, there is dis¬ 
crepancy in the length of 
arms and legs. If the leg 
difference is not great and 
not causing pain or produc¬ 
ing poor posture, nothing 
need be done. However, be¬ 
cause you notice a marked 
difference-in the hip 
muscles your daughter 
should be examined.

She might be in for trou¬ 
ble if the inequality is not 
corrected. This requires a 
proper examination to de¬ 
termine how much growth 
can be expected yet in the 
shorter leg. An x-ray may 
be necessary, but that will 
pot cause her to become 
sterile. 

Another consideration is 
the hip muscle itself. The 
difference in hip size may 
be due not to a short leg but 
to a wasting of the muscles 
of the hip. For either rea¬ 
son (a short leg or a muscle 
problem) her doctor should 
be alerted. 

The solution may be as 


simple as a heel lift or an 
arch support. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I read 
about an eye operation for 
nearsightedness. I would 
love to throw away my 
glasses and I can’t stand 
contact lenses. Do you 
know anything about this 
operation and can you refer 
me to someone? — B.E.T. 

The procedure is called 
“radial keratotomy.’’ Very 
tiny incisions are made in 
the cornea (the transpar¬ 
ent tissue over the eye¬ 
ball). This causes the cor¬ 
nea to expand and that 
corrects the defect of near¬ 
sighted focusing error. 

Although the operation 
has been done successfully 
for some time in Russia, 
only a few opthalmologists 
in North America have ex¬ 
perience with the proce¬ 
dure. It is not for everyone. 
A careful examination is 
dohe on every potential 
candidate to see if he would 
benefit from the proce¬ 
dure. 

The American Academy 
of Ophthalmology is study¬ 


ing the idea and is current¬ 
ly reserving judgment be- 
fore it gives its 
endorsement. When that 
body has reached a conclu¬ 
sion, more definite guide¬ 


lines can be given to you 
about the procedure. Un¬ 
less you happen to know 
one of the eye doctors who 
does this operation, you 
will have to wait. I’m sorry 


I cannot refer you. Often, 
years must pass before 
such final decisions are 
made. Some ideas get shot 
down midway and never 
pass into general use.

1( £avoy Hotel, epitome of 
elegance and home away 
fft>m home for globetrot¬ 
ting princes and movie 
^tfrrs, has fallen afoul of 
the recession. 

The 91-year-old hotel 


overlooking the River 
Thames is seeking permis¬ 
sion from planning author¬ 
ities to turn 84 of its 314 
rooms into offices because 
of a slump in tourism. 

“We’re planning ahead 


rather than wait for a bad 
situation to develop,” said 
hotel spokesman Judith 
Dagworthy. “Tourism is 
well down and when you’ve 
got a large hotel it’s diffi¬ 
cult.” 

The hotel, the creation of 


Richard D’Oyly Carte, 
original producer of the 
Gilbert and Sullivan oper¬ 
ettas, has asked Westmin¬ 
ster Council for permission 
to convert rooms facing 
TTie Strand, a busy, hom- 
honking thoroughfare off 


Trafalgar Square, to office 
use. 

It is bad news for the 
travellef with a taste for 
being pampered at the 
Savoy, a British national 
institution. To some 


wealthy tourists, going 
home with a bill from the 
Savoy meant they had done 
London properly. 

The Savoy has been 
ranked with the world’s 
great hotels-the old Wal¬ 


dorf-Astoria in New York, 
the Ritz in Paris, the Adlon 
in pre-war Berlin and the 
Hotel de Paris in Monte 
Carlo. 

Last January, economic 
necessity achieved what 


Hitler’s Luftwaffe failed to 
do in the Blitz of 1940— 
killed off the Savoy caba¬ 
ret, where Noel Coward, 
Maurice Chevalier, George 
Gershwin and Anna Pavlo¬ 
va once performed.

Beattie said in an inter¬ 
view Monday that by the 
time a foreign actor has 
received permission from 
Equity to work in Canada

Lou Grant— the favorite 


Colonist Newtday Service 

Lou Grant has been the 
American TV viewer’s fa¬ 
vorite newspaperman 
since he took over as the 
hard-nosed editor of the 
Los Angeles Tribune an 
Emmy ago. He’s also be¬ 
come the favorite news¬ 
paperman of many news¬ 
papermen, mostly because 
of the authenticity of the 
much-acclaimed Lou 
Grant show. 

Actually, if you were to 
be guided by the series’ 
storylines, which more 
often than not lend to deal 
with socially relevant 
things, a newspaperman 
might be induced—perhaps 
even edited—into writing 
that the show has become 
the favorite of many 
newspaperpersons. Lou 
Grant has been very much 
in tune with the times since 
the CBS series started in 
the fall of 1977, the fortu¬ 
nate spin-off based on the 
same teddy bear character 
that Ed Asner played with 
such gusto on the Mary 
Ty'ler Moore Show for half 
a dozen years. (The char¬ 
acter was merely trans¬ 
planted from the WJTM- 
TV newsroom to the Trib’s 
city room.) 

The spin-off practice is 
traditionally dicey. The 
MTM show gave birth to 
Phyllis, which lasted a cou¬ 
ple of seasons, while Rhoda 
hung on for four seasons. 
Lou Grant has»not only 
hung on, but it has covered 
new territory, earned 
Asner his sixth Emmy and 
followed the realistic ex¬ 
ample blazed by All the 
President's Men— the 
movie which shattered the 
entertainment media’s pe¬ 
rennial portrayal of the 
newspaper business as a 
profession in which every 
reporter is a graduate of 
the Hildy Johnson School of 
Journalism and every city 
editor is Perry White. A 
fictionalized, never-never 
land in which sooner or 
later someone gets to yell, 
“Hold the front page!” or 
mayb£ even “Quick, Gert, 
get me rewrite.” 

The cast of main charac¬ 
ters on Lou Grant— based 


on composites of real news¬ 
paper people—includes 
Nancy Marchand as pub¬ 
lisher Mrs. Pynchon, 
Mason Adams as managing 
editor Charlie Hume, 
Asner as city editor and 
Jack Bannon as his assis¬ 
tant Art Donovan, Robert 
Walden and Linda Kelsey 
as reporters Joe Rossi and 
Billie Newman, and Daryl 
Anderson as Animal, the 
photographer. 

Asner recently said that 
the scripts for the fall—the 
show’s fourth season—will 
continue to focus upon 
credible situations and 
events which are likely to 
involve true-to-life journal¬ 
ists. “For instance,” Asner 
explained, “we have a 
number of shows set to roll 
that focus on topics whifh 
you could encounter in a 
real city room. One con¬ 
cerns my taking over 
nightside because of inter¬ 
nal changes; another, I 
think an important show, 
deals with sexual harass¬ 
ment. We’re doing one 
about a greenhorn political 
candidate who goes out on 
the hustings with a veteran 
reporter.” 

Asner said the program’s 
creating scripts around 
relevant topics apparently 
has struck a responsive 
chord with the majority of 
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its viewers. “Our mail re¬ 
flects this,” Asner said. 
“When it ultimately gets 
funnelled to the proper peo¬ 
ple, we see that the public 
appreciates what we are 
attempting to do. There are 
hundreds and hundreds of 
suggestions. Viewers write 
and suggest things for us to 
explore. Often, they are 
useful tips. Anything like 
that is referred to the 
script-writers.” 


The actor obviously 
takes a great deal of pride 
in the series and$ie role of 
a newspaper editor seems 
to have become a comfort¬ 
able wrapper for Asner. 
His speech on occasion is 
flecked with expressions 
germaine to the profession. 
Asner is also very knowl¬ 
edgeable about it—he 
keeps up on things by visit¬ 
ing various newspaper city 
rooms from time to time.

U.S. senators, scientists meet and dream of moon mining 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Prospects of mining on the 
moon brought senators, 
scientists and lawyers to¬ 
gether this week to discuss 
profits that won’t be earned 
for years, if ever. 

No one seemed to doubt 
mankind’s ability to search 


out ana remove valuable 
materials from the rtioon 
and from elsewhere in 
outer space. They were 
ready to talk about how a 
proposed international 
treaty will affect the pro¬ 
ceeds. 

But the head of the U.S. 


Space Agency hinted they 
might be a little prema¬ 
ture. 

Several witnesses said 
some companies are indi¬ 
cating private investment 
might be stifled by vague 
treaty guidelines for divid- 


<r 

ing lunar riches among 
earthly states. Their fears 
have been raised by a pro¬ 
posed “moon treaty’’ that 
calls lunar resources “the 
common heritage of man¬ 
kind,” a phrase that critics 
see as threatening profits 
of the few able to mount 


successful moon-mining 
expeditions in coming dec¬ 
ades. 

Robert Frosch, adminis¬ 
trator of the National Aero¬ 
nautics and Space Admin¬ 
istration, said the treaty 
won’t be a problem, but 


years of technology de¬ 
velopment are needed be¬ 
fore anyone can see clearly 
“what the world should and 
would do, in practical 
terms, about the issues of 
investment and returns in 
extraterrestrial re¬ 


sources. 

Frosch said the treaty on 
“the activities of states on 
the moon and other celes¬ 
tial bodies” calls for later 
consideration of specific 
rules for possibly dividing 
up ouier-space resources. 


Since the United States 
would be free to negotiate 
on those rules — and reject 
them if it wants—investors 
really interested in moon 
mining should be no more 
inhibited “than by the pros¬ 
pect of future **»ves in the 
U.S.

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Bonnell launches Last bodies found in gold mine 


suit on dismissal 


Former B.C. comptrol¬ 
ler-general Lionel Bonnell 
has launched a B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court action in Vic¬ 
toria claiming wrongful 
dismissal by the provincial 
government July 10 and 
seeking unspecified dam¬ 
ages. 

The action, including a 
statement of claim, was 
filed by his lawyer Robert 
Higinbotham. The govern¬ 
ment has not yet replied. 

In the statement of 
claim, Bonnell said he was 
offered and accepted em¬ 
ployment as comptroller 
general in 1978 and it was 
agreed that he would have 
all the independence con¬ 
templated by the Financial 
Control Act. 

Bonnell said he was 
made aware last May 27 of 
a proposed reorganization 
of the ministry of finance 
which altered the responsi¬ 
bilities, status and report¬ 
ing relationship of the 
comptroller-general. 

The proposed reorga-

nization was effected July 
10, he said, “resulting in a 
fundamental and unilat¬ 
eral alteration of the terms 
and conditions of the plain¬ 
tiff’s contract as comptrol¬ 
ler-general” with the result 
that his contract of service 
was repudiated by the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Bonnell said he was 


. “constructively dis¬ 
missed” from his position 
even though there was no 
change in his title. He char¬ 
ged that the dismissal was 
wrongful, arbitrary, with¬ 
out sufficient cause and 
without reasonable notice 
or pay in lieu of notice. 

He also claimed the re¬ 
organization was contrary 
to the Financial Control 
Act and not effected pursu¬ 
ant topart two of the Public 
Service Act. 

Finance Minister Hugh 
Curtis told the Legislature 
Monday he had received 
Bonnell’s letter of resigna¬ 
tion shortly before noon, 
effective that day. But 
Bonnell said in an inter¬ 
view it was not a resigna¬ 
tion and that he was advis¬ 
ing the minister he was 
“leaving my post.” 

Bonnell said then it was a 
case of “technical word¬ 
ing” related to the court 
action but he refused fur¬ 
ther comment. 


VAL D’OR, Que. (CP) — 
The search for the last two 
bodies of eight victims in 
the May 20 Belmoral gold 
mine cave-in is finally 
over, but a full inquiry into 
the tragedy has yet to 
begin. 

The bodies of Gilles Le- 
garc, 32, of Val d’Or, father 
of three, and Guy Daigle, 
28, of Sullivan, Que., were 
found early Wednesday 
morning. Both bodies were 
taken to St. Sauveur hospi¬ 
tal for autopsies. 

The other six were re¬ 
covered weeks ago from 
the mud and the slime that 
rushed into the mine during 
the cave-in. 

Later Wednesday, pro¬ 
vincial labor court Judge 
Rene Beaudry visited the 
site in preparation for an 
inquiry into the tragedy. 
Beaudry was appointed by 
Social Development Minis¬ 
ter Pierre Marois July 9 to 
investigate the incident 
and make recommenda¬ 
tions on how to prevent 
such cave-ins. 4

tant manager of the mine. 


said that with the search 
now over, “we’re just mak¬ 
ing sure everything is safe. 

“We’re going to start 
clearing out the surface 
around the cave-in to find 
out the cause of tlje acci¬ 
dent,’’ said St. Pierre. 

“That’s the next step.” 

When rescue work began 
shortly after the cave-in, 
hope was high that the men 
could be found alive. 

Crews worked in shifts 
around the clock, but day 
followed day and the job of 


removing the slime and 
mud seemed endless. Hope 
dimmed. 

Sensitive microphones 
and television cameras 
were lowered through spe¬ 
cially drilled shafts. 

All that was heard was 
the sound of running water, 
while the cameras showed 
nothing but passages full of 
mud. 

As work continued, there 
were demands from 
unions, church groups and 
members of the national

Belmoral workers are 
not unionized, however, 
local officials of the United 
Steelworkers, which repre¬ 
sents men at other mines in 
the area, called for a full- 
scale inquiry.

times since it opened last 
year. 

“WhaUve need, perhaps, 
is not more inspections, but 
sufficient contact between 
miners, mining companies 
and the government,” he 
said. “There are no indica¬ 
tions that we could have 
predicted what would hap¬ 
pen.”

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Helen Chesnut's Garden Notes 



Our gardens are producing an 
abundance of lovely flowers despite 
the cool and cloudy spring and early 
summer we experienced and .at the 
peak of the season it can be an 
interesting exercise comparing our 
own choices with those of our friends 
and neighbors. 

As a matter of fact, you can go 
beyond that and compare the floral 
choices you made last spring with the 
tastes of your fellow North Ameri- 
. cans for a sort of Academy Awards 
system is followed in which the 10 top 
favorites amongst home annual flow¬ 
er growers are compiled by the Na¬ 
tional Garden Bureau, an informa¬ 
tion service of the North American 
seed industry. 

Although it’s easy to understand, it 
may. come as a surprise to many to 
learn that the top favorite annual 
flower across the continent is the 
versatile zinnia. It’s understandable 
because zinnias range in size from 
dwarf border plants to waist-high 
hedge size, they grow easily from 
seed, are dependable, resist heat and 
rain and are also resistant of pests. 

But the appeal that places zinnias 
at the top of our list of preferences 
linked more to its sturdy, robust and 
assertive presence. It is so satisfying 
to grow such a self-reliant sort of 
flower that rewards you at the same 
time with all the colors of the Painted 
Desert. 

For their ease and guaranteed 
results, marigolds place second 


amongst North America’s preferred 
flowers. Their large seeds are unmis¬ 
takable and easy to handle. They 
sprout quickly in warm, moist soil. 
The dwarf French marigolds in par¬ 
ticular are the glue that holds many 
gardens together. Many home gar¬ 
deners absolutely rely on them to 
bonier their flower beds and cover 
the lanky legs of taller flowers. 

Most popular are the crested flower 
forms of the dwarf marigold. The 
raised pincushion-like crest makes 
blossoms deeper and bulkier than 
simpler forms. Yet, I must confess to 
be quite enchanted with the single 
blossom form of marigold. A single 
row of petals around a centre tuft 
imitates the daisy. My favorite is the 
single rock marigold, with fern-like 
foliage and mound shaped plants that 
are covered with small single blooms 
in lemon yellow, golden orange and 
crimson. The centres are a charming 
contrast in color. 

Dwarf French marigolds may con¬ 
tribute more to your garden than just 
decoration. Some studies have indi¬ 
cated that they repel certain species 
of soil nematodes and gardeners 
steeped in Olde Garden Lore main¬ 
tain marigolds are good for every¬ 
thing in the garden, potatoes and 
tomatoes needing them badly. In an¬ 
cient Mexico, certain dwarf mari¬ 
golds were sacred to the goddess of 
agriculture. 

The third place in these North 
American floral sweepstakes, as de¬ 


termined by actual seed purchases, is 
taken by the ever-present petunia. If 
you count plant purchases as well, 
however, then the petunia would cer¬ 
tainly rank first. 

Petunias, with their fragrant, ruff- 
ly, multicolored blooms are one of my 
favorites. I like floating the huge 
blooms in a glass container for the 
diningroom table. 

However, it must be conceded that 
petunias are not the easiest of plants 
to grow from seed unless you car 
water them from below. For petunias 
I set peat pots on a bed of dampened 
peat inside some container or other. 
Overhead watering is hard on the tiny 
seedlings and watering from below in 
this fashion gives them a better 
chance for survival. 

When setting petunia seedlings out 
in the garden, you should remember 
that they spread rapidly. If you plant 
them too close together, they will be 
forced to grow upwards and soon will 
cave in and deteriorate. 

Given a couple of feet of space 
between transplants, the small petu¬ 
nias will send out many ground-hug¬ 
ging laterals that will stabilize them¬ 
selves to produce many blooms 
throughout the season. 

Well, those are the top three flow¬ 
ers in terms of popularity in North 
American home gardens and to¬ 
morrow I’lkbe discussing the other 
favorites that make up the Big Ten as 
determined by seed sales in Canada 
and the U.S.

If you’re 
elected, you’re going to 
have to live in New York 
and Philadelphia.” 

“Well, I’m not sure I 
want to be president if I* 1 
can’t live in Washington, 
D.C.” 

“It doesn’t make any dif¬ 
ference where you live. The 
important thing is to get 
you elected as the first 
president of the United 
States.” 

“I’m not certain I want to 
be the first president of the 
United States.” 

“But don’t you see that if 
you are, you will go down in 
history as the ‘Father of 
our Country’? If you don’t 
go for it, John Adams will. 
We have to launch a ‘Stop 
Adams Campaign’ and 
you're the only one who can 
doit.”

I looked around myself, wondering 
what she had in mind; It was possible. 


I realized, that she meant the bar. I 
had decorated the bar myself, more 
or less, and inevitably it reflected a 
rather playfull side of my taste. 

Perhaps she was right, for exam¬ 
ple, about the leather-covered de¬ 
canter whose stopper was the head 
of Charles de Gaulle with a kepi on 
top. I couldn’t help that. It had been a

Certainly she didn’t mean the Tou¬ 
louse-Lautrec poster of Jane Avril 
doing the can-can.

She could have meant the bar mir¬ 
ror, I thought. It was a relic of the 
1920s. Three panels in a carved wood 
frame. It was the kind that could be 
seen in every modest little parlor of 
most homes in the days when I 
was selling Liberty magazine door- 
to-door. I had bought it for $20 at a 
swap meet, which was surely more 
than it had cost new. It was not a work 
of art, perhaps, but it was power¬ 
fully evocative of that era of wonder¬ 
ful nonsense, and in its present set¬ 
ting, I believed, it had achieved an 
art that exceeded its original preten¬ 
sions. No, not that mirror. 

Could she have meant the flags? 
More on an impulse than from any 
thought of touching up the decor, I 
had stuck a miniature American Flag 


and a miniature Marine Corps flag in 
two of her cherished little pewter 
pitchers that stand in the bar on a 
carved wood sconce we had picked up 
at a flea market. Any woman who 
would not be proud to have the flag of 
her country and the flag of her hus¬ 
band’s old outfit in her living room 
was not a true American housewife. I 
dismissed the notion from my mind. 

So it couldn’t be anything in the 
living room. 

My study? Oh, I could understand 
that she might not be enchanted by 
my owls, or by my Selma Mannheim 
sculpture of a defensive end charging 
a quarterback with his arm cocked to 
throw, or by my C. DeMers James oil 
painting of Fred Dryer and Jack 
Youngblood doing the same thing to 
Steve Grogan; and certainly not by 
the wonderful photograph of Sophia 
Loren and me, when both of us were 
younger; and certainly not by the 
globe of the world that lights up from 
inside—after all, she gave it to me. 

Besides, a man’s study is his sanc¬ 
tum sanctorum, a place not only 
beyond the reach of a wife’s taste, but 
also, if he chooses, her physical pres¬ 
ence. 

So my study was out. 

That evening at dinner I bought the 
question un again. “What did you 
mean, explicitly,” I asked, “when 
you said our house was camp?” 

“Oh forget it,” she said. “I was just

VANCOUVER (CP) — Canada should 
have a federal-provincial incomes and 
costs review board to expose and curtail 
abuses of power by corporations, unions 
and professional groups, the Teamsters 
Union was told Tuesday. 

John Crispo, professor of industrial 
relations and public policy at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto, said he opposed wage and 
price controls because they did not work. 
But some method of keeping powerful 
interest groups in check was needed 
to help curb inflation. 

Crispo told about 200 delegates attend¬ 
ing the second biennial conference of the 
Canadian Conference of Teamsters that 
abuses of power arise from a structural 
system which was pushing Canadians 
into private interest groups that ignore 
the public interest. 


est unless it’s in its own self-interest to do 
so,” he said. “It would be foolish to do so 
when no one else does.” 

Another factor causing inflation is an 
institutional one in which everybody 
was organized to shaft everybody else, he 
said, criticizing professional groups such 
as lawyers and dentists for their fee-set¬ 
ting practices. 

“Unions are bandits, too,” he added. 
“But you do it in the open.” 

On energy, Crispo said the Liberals 
lied during the last election because do¬ 
mestic oil prices will have to rise even 
higher than predicted by the former Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative government. 

“This country is a fool’s paradise,” he 
said, referring to a domestic oil price 
of $14.75 a barrel when the world price is 
approat hing $40 a barrel.

It’s a beer bonanza 


BLAINE, Wash. (AP) — The sign out¬ 
side the grocery store reads “Cold Wine” 
but the customers are only interested in 
beer. 

For almost a month, British Colum¬ 
bians worried about a brewing industry 
shutdown have been coming to this U,S. 
border town to stock up on beer. A lock¬ 
out became a reality Saturday. 

“I’ve had a 100-per-cent increase in 
total sales,” says Len Beckett, manager 
of Blaine’s Thrifty Market. “But I 
wouldn’t care if it (the B.C. drought) 
ended tomorrow.” 


The aisles at the beer coolers are jam¬ 
med and long lines at the checkout 
counters inconvenience regular cus¬ 
tomers, Beckett complains, adding that 
stockboys are putting in 14-hour days 
getting the beer from the basement to the 
sales floor. 


Cases of beer are stacked two metres 
high in the store, next to the dispos¬ 
able diapers and cat food. 

To help stock four times as much beer 
as usual, Beckett hired two addition¬ 
al employees and told his workers they 
could have all the overtime they wanted. 

There is a market for old grocery-store 
receipts. If a Canadian stays in the Unit¬ 
ed States longer than 48 hours, he can 
bring back two cases duty-free. 

Customs officials are watching for 
bogus receipts—but “most people de¬ 
clare,’’ according to Bob Greig, Canadian 
Customs superintendent. 

“The people are so pleased to be able to 
get it, they say, ‘Here, take my money’,” 
explains customs agent Jack Andrews. 

It costs $2.73 in federal and prov incial 
import duties, on top of the $3 or more U.S. 
for a dozen beers.

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Feds asking Flames and beatings in Orlando 
B.C. court 
to reopen 
Alcan taps 


ORLANDO, Fla. (UP1) — 
Gangs of black youths hurled 
rocks and bottles and set fire to 
at least four buildings, including 
a hotel, Wednesday night in a 
second night of violence along 
the main thoroughfare in the 
city’s predominantly black 
southwest section. 

Riot-equipped police cor¬ 
doned off a 20-block area in 


the southwest portion of the city 
and began a sweep to break up 
knots of black youths roaming 
the area, smashing windows and 
looting stores. 

Initial reports indicated three 
local television newsmen were 
injured, two by flying glass and 
the third when a gang of blacks 
attacked and beat him as he 
carried film to his station. 


Orlando Fire Lieut. Charles 
Goulder said the Sadler Hotel, a 
low-rent building in the centre of 
the riot area, was “fully en¬ 
gulfed” in flames by late eve¬ 
ning. There were unconfirmed 
reports that a supermarket was 
also ablaze. Goulder said he did 
not know if anyone was staying in 
the hotel, but that it was usually 
occupied. 


Police Officer Gene Arrington 
said he was in the neighborhood 
about 10 p.m. and sensed trouble 
was brewing. 


“The people down there were 
just standing around, but it was 
evident there had been some 
bottle-throwing, because there 
was glass all over the street,” he 
said. 


He said he did not know of any 
arrests or additional injuries, but 
that there was sporadic looting 
going on as well as rock and 
bottle throwing. 

Orlando police, already on 
standby in case of renewed vio¬ 
lence, immediately called in re¬ 
inforcements from the Orange 
County sheriff’s department and 
the Florida highway patrol. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The federal justice depart¬ 
ment asked the B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court on Wednesday 
for a declaration that 
would force the Aluminum 
Co. of Canada (Alcan) to 
spill more water into the 
Ncchako River which sup¬ 
ports a million salmon. 

A justice department 
spokesman said the civil 
case was launched to en¬ 
sure quick action to protect 
fish in the north-central 
B.C. river, a major sal¬ 
mon-producing tributary 
of the Fraser River. 

Alcan operates a major 
aluminum smelter at Kiti- 
mat on the B.C. coast, 
using hydroelectric power 
produced from the 
dammed-up waters of the 
upper Nechako. 

The justice department 
spokesman said criminal 
charges were not a priority 
because they would take a 
month to get into court and 
perhaps three months to 
conclude. 

“By the time they are 
sorted out, it would be too 
late for the fish,” he said. 

The spokesman said he 
expected the court to hold a 
hearing on the civil decla¬ 
ration by Friday. 

The action was taken 
after Alcan, which holds a 
water licence on the upper 
Nechako dating back to 
1950, defied a federal order 
that it increase the flow 


from the Nechako reser¬ 
voir through a spillway. 
The company had been 
given until noon Tuesday to 
meet the federal demand. 

The federal order called 
on Alcan to release, until 
Aug. 20, 8,000 cubic feet of 
water a second through the 
spillway into the river to 
provide water levels and 
temperatures deemed 
necessary for migrating 
and spawning salmon. 

If water is too warm, it 
can harm the fish. 

Instead, Alcan—which 
says it has always obeyed 
orders from the provincial 
water rights controller in 
the past—released 7,000 
cubic feet a second until 
Sunday and then reduced 
the flow to 600 cubic feet on 
the advice of consultants 
who predicted cooler 
weather. Alcan experts 
claim the water level is 
sufficient to protect the sal¬ 
mon. 

An Alcan spokesman 
said Tuesday that the flow 
into the Nechako would be 
increased if company offi¬ 
cials believed more water 
was needed to protect the 
fish. 

Alcan has taken the posi¬ 
tion in the dispute that the 
federal government is ex¬ 
ceeding its powers in or¬ 
dering increased water 
flows. The licence it holds

JERUSALEM (AP) — 
Israel’s parliament on 
Wednesday approved legis¬ 
lation declaring ail of Jeru¬ 
salem to be the Jewish 
state's capital, defying in¬ 
ternational protests that 
the law threatened to derail 
the Middle East peace pro¬ 
cess. 

In Alexandria, Egypt’s 
President Anwar Sadat re¬ 
sponded that the move was 
“against the spirit and 
wording of Camp David,” 
but declined to say whether 
Egypt would put off next 
week’s resumption of for¬ 
mal talks on Palestinian 
autonomy. 

The bill was adopted in 
the Knesset (parliament) 
by a vote of 69 to 15, with 
three abstentions, after 
Prime Minister Menachem 


Begin’s coalition and the 
Labor party, the largest 
opposition group, com¬ 
bined to defeat two dozen 
last-minute amendments. 

The legislation contains 
little that is new. Israel has 
considered Jerusalem its 
capital since the founda 
tion of the Jewish state in 
1948, and it annexed the 
Arab-populated eastern 
sector to the rest of Jerusa¬ 
lem after seizing it from 
Jordan in the 1967 Mideasl 
war. 

But the new law brings 
together provisions from 
various statutes all under 
one title. 

The first clause states 
that “complete and united 
Jerusalem is the capital of 
Israel.” The second clause 
makes the city the seat of 


the government, the Knes¬ 
set, the president and the 
Supreme Court. 

The third clause also re¬ 
peats earlier laws in guar¬ 
anteeing freedom to all re¬ 
ligious groups with holy 
sites in the city and pro¬ 
tecting the holy places 
“from desecration or any 
other offence, and from 
anything which is likely to 
prejudice the freedom of 
access.” The final clause 
gives Jerusalem economic 
preference. 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) — Heavily armed tribes¬ 
men in famine-stricken northeastern Uganda attacked 
UN food convoys and raided neighboring villages in 
Kenya, shooting and spearing to death women and 
children, officials said Wednesday. 

UN representatives immediately called off the con¬ 
voys and held hasty meetings with Ugandan ministry of 
rehabilitation officials to demand improved security in 
drought-hit Karamjoa, where more than 100 people die of 
hunger every day. 

At the same time, Kenya stepped up security pre¬ 
cautions along its borders following raids by up to 
3,000 marauders which newspapers said killed 24 people, 
including the women and children, in the latest attacks on 
towns in western Kenya. The reports said police moved in 
and killed 16 of the raiders. 


EDMONTON (UPC) 
— The Alberta government 
has made a decision on a 
new domestic oil price but 
will keep the country wait¬ 
ing for details on the deci¬ 
sion until this morning. 

Leaving Wednesday’s 
all-day caucus meeting, 
Energy Minister Merv 
Leitch said the caucus had 
reached a decision but nei¬ 
ther he nor Premier Peter 
Lougheed would divulge 
any details. 

A press conference is 
scheduled this morning. 

In Ottawa, federal offi¬ 
cials warned Wednesday 
that any increase in oil 
prices by Alberta of more 
than $2 a barrel could lead 
to an explosive confronta¬ 
tion between the two levels 
of government. 

There has been tacit sup¬ 
port from Ottawa for a pro¬ 
vincial decision to act alone 
to raise prices by $2 a bar¬ 
rel this year. 

In Calgary Tuesday, 
Leitch said he felt his gov¬ 
ernment was no longer 
“constrained” to the $2 in¬ 
crease this year that 
Lougheed had proposed to 
Trudeau in meetings last 
week. 

A $2 increase, to $16.75 a 
barrel, would result in an 
increase of 1.5 cents a litre 
to consumers at the gaso¬ 
line pump. 

In Ottawa, Federal En¬ 
ergy Minister Marc La- 
londe took steps Wednes¬ 
day to ensure that any 
increase was not passed on 
to consumers until the tra¬ 
ditional 60-day period 
elapsed, Oct. 1. 


He sent a message to the 
major refineries asking for 
compliance. 

Lougheed left the Ed¬ 
monton caucus meeting a 
few minutes after Leitch.

OTTAWA (CP) — The federal government has 
started a $4-million advertising campaign to tell peo¬ 
ple there is no energy crisis. 

Peter Craske, director of communications for the 
energy department, said Wednesday the campaign, 
to run until April, stressed that the country's energy 
future “is manageable and is being managed.” 

He said a series of 20 ads in newspapers and maga- 
zincs and on radio and television would explain differ¬ 
ent federal activities and programs. 

“I think the public may be getting the impression 
that the province are doing all the work and the 
federal government is doing nothing,” said Edward 
Clark, assistant deputy minister in the energy policy 
division. “When you look at the facts, it’s the obverse. The 
federal government is chiefly bearing the load.” 


Chretien says talks 
easier with oil pact 


OTTAWA (CP) — Justice 
Minister Jean Chretien 
said Wednesday he doubted 
that trouble with Alberta in 
negotiating a new oil price 
would harm talks on re¬ 
forming the constitution, 
but admitted that the talks 
“certainly would have been 
easier with an agreement 
on the price of oil.” 


Chretien was comment¬ 
ing on a statement Tuesday 
by Opposition Leader Joe 
Clark that the oil issue 
could "compromise” con 
stitutional negotiations. 


Chretien said the oil issue 
was an “administrative” 
question and shouldn't be 
tied to the constitution. 


Layoffs start today 


Not an easy lot 


NEW YORK (UPI) — It was not a good night for two 
undercover cops assigned to a special squad that combats 
auto crime. Their car was stolen—and so were their 
wallets, guns and shields. 

Larry Andrews and Donald Gallagher were in their 
Lincoln Continental in Brooklyn Wednesday night when 
two men walked up behind them and forced them out at 
gunpoint and fled in the car.with the officers’ guns, 
shields, wallets, and identification cards. 

The car was later found abandoned, but the guns, 
wallets and shields are gone. 


The B.C. brewery shut¬ 
down is hitting Victoria 
faster than expected. 

Stocks of local beer are 
running low in some cases, 
pub hours are being adjust¬ 
ed and the first few layoffs 
of waiters and bartenders 
are set for today.

beer to keep them open.

There have been esti¬ 
mates that a prolonged 
brewery industry lockout 
would lead to the layoff of 
more than 4,000 hotel indus¬ 
try employees across the 
province. 

Some layoffs have al 
ready been reported in the 
Vancouver area. 

In Victoria, an employee 
of the Century Inn said four 
of seven waiters were to be 
laid off today beta* t wf a 
decision to reduce the pub 


hours to an 11 a m. opening 
and 9 p.m. closing. 

Some other hotels are 
opening later and closing 
earlier than usual, but 
haven’t reported layoffs at 
this point. Some work shifts 
are reported to have been 
altered. 

One Victoria hotel is 
counting on a large order of 
American beer Saturday as 
a means of survival, but a 
spokesman for another 
hotel said: “It's one thing to 
have the order in and an¬ 
other to know that you’re 
actually going to get it. The 


liquor stores are going to 
have first crack at the 
American stuff.” 

Already idled are some 
1,400 members of the Brew¬ 
ery-, Winery and Distillery 
Workers Union who were 
locked out early last Satur¬ 
day by the three major 
breweries, Labatt, Molson 
and Carling O’Keefe. 

The Victoria local of the 
union, which calls itself the 
Vancouver Island Brewery- 
Workers Union, was the 
only one to have taken

Familiar sight to Islanders 

Gigantic oil rig leaving soon

NANAIMO — It should be 
quite a trip. 


It will involve the giant self- 
propelled oil drilling rig Ocean 
Bounty and one of the largest 
tugs in the world, Smit Rotter¬ 
dam. 

The Bounty has become a 
familiar sight to Vancouver 
Islanders while undergoing a 
$1 million refit at Nanoose 
Bay north of here foj* the 
past few weeks. 

And the tug is expected on 
the B.C. coast Friday. 

It is the largest tug in the 
80-vessel fleet of Smit Interna¬ 
tionale of Rotterdam and it will 
add its 22,000-horsepower pull 
at the end of a 914-metre tether 
to the rig’s own power. 


This will boost the rig’s 
speed by one knot to 5*4 knots 
and will reduce her travel time 
from B.C. to the North Sea by 
some 30 days. 

The time factor is vital since 
the 5,800-ton Ocean Bounty 
charters for $40,000-$60,000 an 
hour. 

The rig was built by Mitsubi¬ 
shi Heavy Industries of Japan 
for $54 million but its replace¬ 
ment cost today would be about 
$80 million. 

Mitsubishi has a part-share 
in the vessel but operation of 
the craft is handled by co¬ 
owner Ocean Drilling and Ex¬ 
ploration Co. (Odeco) of New 
Orleans. 

Since her delivery in 1976, 
Ocean Bounty has worked in 


Alaskan waters, most recently 
for Phillips Petroleum Co. 

The rig is to be moved to the 
North Sea to assume a charter 
placed by Occidental Petro¬ 
leum Corp. 

This is the rig’s first major 
inspection in four years with 
the work being handled by 
Vancouver Shipyards Co. 

Vancouver Shipyards per¬ 
formed a similar task on a 
sister rig, Ocean Ranger , in 
1979. 

At that time Ocean Ranger 
had been moved from Alaska 
and was temporarily out of 
work, so the timetable was 
more leisurely. 

In this case, Ocean Bounty 
has a timetable to meet and if 
the refit is not complete by the 
time her tug arrives, Vancou¬ 


ver Shipyards will have to dis¬ 
patch work crews with the rig 
to her next stop. 

That’s in Valparaiso, Chile. 

The entire journey to the 
North Sea is scheduled to take 
110 days. 

Technically known as a col¬ 
umn-stabilized semi-submers¬ 
ible rig, th£ Ocean Bounty is 
the final vessel in a class of 
seven first introduced by 
Odeco 10 years ago. 

The rigs can drill in ^ water 
depth of 368 metres (1,200 
feet), after setting a pattern of 
eight anchors, and then drill 
25,000 feet into the sea floor. 

The rig is designed to lift a 
one million-pound string of 
drill pipe, though 650,000 
pounds is the normally ob¬ 
served limit.

COURTENAY — Direc 
tors of Comox-Strathcgpa 
Regional District have de¬ 
cided not to change any 
part of the bylaw dealing 
with special events.

Nanaimo plans unveiled 

Cameron Island 
blockbuster 
before council

NANAIMO — Cameron 
Island, long since connect¬ 
ed to downtown Nanaimo 
by landfill, today sports de¬ 
caying warehouses, a $3 
million piece of waterfront 
property being grossly 
underutilized. 

That present state of the 
14-acre property is a sharp 
contrast to the $50 million 
proposal Nanaimo city 
council heard for Cameron 
Island this wedk. 

Olma Brothers of Sur¬ 
rey, who hold a two-year 
option on the Marathon Re¬ 
alty property, unveiled 
plans for an ambitious con- 
dominium- hotel office 
complex for the site. 

Although the Olmas do 
not need ariy council ap¬ 
provals for rezoning or ser¬ 
vices for theproject, Gerry 
Olma said that they had 
kept the plans under wraps 
until they could first talk to 
the city council, as a public 
relations gesture. 

The council received the 
project enthusiastically, 
although there were a few 
concerns about the deve¬ 
lopers’ financial status and 
the state of the fill on Ca¬ 
meron Island. 

The project is planned to 
include 300 luxury condo¬ 
miniums, a 200-room hotel, 
a 50,000 *square-foot office 
building, marina, restau¬ 
rant, public park, 800 park¬ 
ing spaces and possibly a 
dock for AirWest Airlines. 

Aid. Gertrude Hall 
termed the proposal a “tre¬ 
mendous concept.” 

“That property has been 
an eyesore for a number of 
years,” Mrs. Hall said. 
“I’m pleased to see some¬ 
thing of a proper magni¬ 
tude planned for it.” 

Mayor Frank Ney said 
the project would be “a 
real shot in the arm to 
downtown revitalization.” 

Aid. Gino Sedola said 
that the proposal, with its 
terraced buildings, was “a 
beautiful concept; archi¬ 
tecturally exciting.” 

Aid. Nelson Allen said 
that the concept was ter¬ 
rific but he had a few 
questions about the deve 
topers’ financial ability to 
carry out the project. 

Olma bristled when Allen 
asked if the developers 
would be prepared to pres¬ 
ent a financial statement to 
the council in confidence. 

“I don’t see any particu¬ 
lar reason I should have to 
do so,” Olma said. 

Allen said that the coun¬ 
cil had seen many propos¬ 
als that were “a lot of flash 
and no substance.'* 

“We went through a simi- 
lar cross-examination 
when we were negotiating 
with Marathon,'' Olma 
said. “Tlie terms and con 
ditions of te sale require a 
major financial commit 
ment It's not enough to 
Just have flashy draw- 
hie.” 

Answering concerns 
aha*testability of te fill 
on Cnneron Island. Olma 
said that te developers 
would hr making soil tests 


He added, however, that 
the site “would not be ex¬ 
tremely agreeable to build 
on.” 

“We’re assuming that we 
would be building on piles 
on almost every part of the 
site.” 

As a matter of fact, the 
14-acre site is really only 
about nine acres land and 
five acres water lot, with 
piers now extending out 
over the water. 

The Olmas plan to tear 
out the existing piers and 
rebuild to the limit of pres¬ 
ent development, buUprob- 
ably not fill any more land. 

The project would in¬ 
clude 300 condominium 
units, located in two build¬ 
ings on the east and west 
sides of the north end of the 
site. The buildings would be 
terraced from three 
storeys to eight storeys,

COURTENAY — A 
request for a $100 liba¬ 
tion resulted in a half- 
hour discussion by 
directors of Comox- 
Strathcona Region 
Board, who turned it 
down. 

The request came 
from a newly-formed 
body, the Comox Val¬ 
ley Fall Exhibition 
group, and was also 
sent to the three muni¬ 
cipalities of Courten¬ 
ay, Comox and Cum¬ 
berland. 

Director Joan Ste¬ 
phens said grants were 
against board policy 
and that there was 
nothing specified in the 
budget for 1980.

He was supported by 
Comox director Clare 
Ensom and director 
Dan Hanson, the latter 
being a director of the 
new group. 

The letter from the 
exhibition group said it 
had no start-up funds 
and needed money for 
ribbons, prize money 
and rental of the fair 
grounds, in addition to 
advertising. 

Stephens pointed out 
that next year a grant 
could be considered 
and she suggested that 
electoral areas A. B 
and C could agree to 
one 16th of one mill if 
te municipalities con 
tri holed by means of a 
grant 


giving units waterfront 
views either toward the 
Nanaimo harbor or the 
commercial boat basin. 

Olma said that he be¬ 
lieved the developers could 
pre-sell at least half, pos¬ 
sibly all of the condomin¬ 
iums. The units would be 
one and two-bedroom and 
would have their own 
swimming pool and exer¬ 
cise facilities. 

The marina proposed for 
the north end of the de 
velopment would be for the 
use of condominium 
dwellers. 

The developers are nego 
tiating with the Nanaimo 
Harbor Commission on the 
marina development, and 
no size has been proposed 
for the moorage. 

The 12-storey hotel would 
be located on the east side 
of the development at the 
south end. and would fea 
ture a 150-seat restaurant. 
100-seat lounge-pub. 100- 
seat coffee shop, three 
meeting rooms with a total 
of 300 seats and a 300-seat 
banquet hall. 

Olma said that the pro¬ 
ject was planned before the 
announcement of the Ra 
mada inn project on the 
nearby NI)P property but 
that he had no fears about 
the competitiveness of his 
hotel. 

A restaurant, which 
would extend out over the 
water near the hotel, would 
have a 285-seat capacity. 
The AirWest dock could be 
located nearby. 

On the west side of the 
project, at the south en¬ 
trance. would be a six to 
seven-storey office build 
ing. 

All of the buildings on the 
site would echo the terrac¬ 
ing effect of the condomin¬ 
iums. 

The rock* bluff on the 
west side of the property, 
which has been designated 
a heritage site, would re 
main as public park, and 
there would be a public w a¬ 
terfront promenade 
around the entire project. 

Developers expect the 
project wnl require koo 
parking spaces, and one- 
half or more of those will be 
underground. 

One suggestion by Frank 
Ducote of Hanson-Erb Ar 
chitects-Planners, brought 
tartled smiles to the faces 
of the aldermen. 

Ducote suggested that 
the restaurant, while 
planned as a wood-frame 
structure on piers, could 
just as easily be a ship 
moored permanently. 

The Prince George, a re 
tired CN cruise ship, rested 
at the same spot for 
months, while the ship\ 
owners. Nanaimo's Wong 
Brothers, sought unsuc 
cessfully to get the apprm 
als to transform her into a 
floating restaurant con 
vention centre.

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Bonnell launches 
suit on dismissal 


Former B.C. comptrol¬ 
ler-general Lionel Bonnell 
has launched a B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court action in Vic¬ 
toria claiming wrongful 
dismissal by the provincial 
government July 10 and 
seeking unspecified dam¬ 
ages. ^ 

The qfcHon, including a 
statement of claim, was 
filed by his lawyer Robert 
Iliginbotham. The govern¬ 
ment has not yet replied. 

In the statement of 
claim, Bonnell said he was 
offered and accepted em¬ 
ployment as comptroller- 
general in 1978 and it was 
agreed that he would have 
all the independence con¬ 
templated by the Financial 
Control Act. 

Bonnell said he was 
made aware last May 27 of 
a proposed reorganization 
of the ministry of finance 
which altered the responsi¬ 
bilities, status and report¬ 
ing relationship of the 
comptroller-general. 

The proposed reorga-

nization was effected July 
10, he said, “resulting in a 
fundamental and unilat^ 
eral alteration of the terms 
and conditions of the plain¬ 
tiff’s contract as comptrol¬ 
ler-general’’ with the result 
that his contract of service 
was repudiated by the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Bonnell said he was 


“constructively dis¬ 
missed’’ from his position 
even though there was no 
change in his title. He char¬ 
ged that the dismissal was 
wrongful, arbitrary, with¬ 
out sufficient cause and 
without reasonable notice 
or pay in lieu of notice. 

He also claimed the re¬ 
organization was contrary 
to the Financial Control 
Act and not effected pursu¬ 
ant to part two of the Public 
Service Act. 

FirtanCe Minister Hugh 
Curtis told the Legislature 
Monday he had received 
Bonnell’s letter of resigna¬ 
tion shortly before noon, 
effective that day. But 
Bonnell said in an inter¬ 
view it was not a resigna¬ 
tion and that he was advis¬ 
ing the minister he was 
“leaving my post.’’ 

Bonnell said then it was a 
case of “technical word¬ 
ing’’ related to the court 
action but he refused fur¬ 
ther comment. 


Last bodies found in gold mine 


VAL D’OR, Que. (CP) - 
The search for the last two 
bodies of eight victims in 
the May 20 Belmoral gold 
mine cave-in is finally 
over, but a full inquiry into 
the tragedy has yet to 
begin. 

The bodies of Gilles Le- 
gare, 32, of Val d’Or, father 
of three, and Guy Daigle, 
28, of Sullivan, Que., were 
found early Wednesday 
morning. Both bodies were 
taken to St. Sauveur hospi¬ 
tal for autopsies. 

The other six were re¬ 
covered weeks ago from 
the mud and the slime that 
rushed into the mine during 
the cave-in. 

Later Wednesday, pro¬ 
vincial labor court Judge 
Rene Beaudry visited the 
site in preparation for an 
inquiry into the tragedy. 
Beaudry was appointed by 
Social Development Minis¬ 
ter Pierre Marois July 9 to 
investigate the incident 
and make recommenda¬ 
tions on how to prevent 
such cave-ins. 

Gilles St. Pierre, assis¬ 
tant manager of the mine. 


said that with the search 
now over, “we’re just mak¬ 
ing sure everything is safe. 

“We’re going to start 
clearing out the surface 
around the cave-ln to find 
out the cause of the acci¬ 
dent,” said St. Pierre. 

“That’s the next step.” 

When rescue Work began 
shortly after the cave-in, 
hope was high that the men 
could be found alive. 

Crews worked In shifts 
around the clock, but day 
followed day andtfhe job of 


removing the slime and 
mud seemed endless. Hope 
dimmed. 

Sensitive microphones 
and television cameras 
were lowered through spe¬ 
cially drilled shafts. 

All that was heard was 
the sound of running water, 
while the cameras showed 
nothing but passages full of 
mud. 

As work continued, there 
were demands from 
unions, church groups and 
members of the national

assembly for an investiga¬ 
tion. 

Belmoral workers are 
not unionized, however, 
local officials of the United 
Steelworkers, which repre¬ 
sents men at other mines in 
the area, called for a full- 
scale inquiry. 

Quebec Resources Minis¬ 
ter Yves Berube visited the 
scene May 29 and said the 
disaster might prompt the 
government to reconsider 
its policy on mine safety. 
But, he noted, the Belmoral 


mine had been inspected 15 
times since it opened last 
year. 

“What we need, perhaps, 
is not more inspections, but 
sufficieint contact between 
miners, mining companies 
and the government,” he 
said. “There are no indica¬ 
tions that we could have 
predicted what would hap¬ 
pen.” 

In appointing Judge 
Beaudry, Marois said therg 
were serious safety prob 
lems in the Quebec mining 
sector in general.

Pub layoffs start here today 


The B.C. brewery shutdown is 
hitting Victoria faster than ex¬ 
pected. 

Stocks of local beer are run¬ 
ning low in some cases, pub hours 
are being adjusted and the first 
few layoffs of waiters and bar¬ 
tenders are’set for today. 

While many hotels were still 
maintaining a normal pace with 
two to three weeks’ supply of 


bottled Canadian beer, others 
estimated the stock would run 
out as early as Saturday and 
were counting on big orders of 
American beer to keep them 
open. (Other story, Page 56) 
There have been estimates 
that a prolonged brewery indus¬ 
try lockout would lead to the 
layoff of more than 1,000 hotel 
industry employees in B.C. 


Some have already been re¬ 
ported in the Vancouver area. 

In Victoria, an employee of 
the Century Inn said four of 
seven waiters were to be laid off 
today because of a decision to 
reduce the pub hours to an 11 
a.m. opening and 9 p.m. closing. 

Some other hotels are opening 
later and closing earlier than 
usual, but haven’t reported lay¬ 


offs at this point. Some work 
shifts are reported to have been 
altered. 

One Victoria hotel is counting 
on a large order of U.S. beer 
Saturday, but a spokesman for 
another hotel said: “It's one 
thing to have the order in and an¬ 
other to know you’re actually 
going to get it. The liquor stores 
are going to have first crack.” 


Already idled are 1,100 mem¬ 
bers of the Brewery, Winery and 
Distillery Workers Union, locked 
out Saturday by the three major 
breweries, Labatt, Molson and 
Carling O'Keefe.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The federal justice depart¬ 
ment asked the B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court on Wednesday 
for a declaration that 
would force the Aluminum 
Co. of Canada (Alcan) to 
spill more water into the 
Nechako River which sup¬ 
ports a million salmon. 

A justice department 
spokesman said the civil 
case was launched to en¬ 
sure quick action to protect 
fish in the north-central 
B.C. river, a major sal¬ 
mon-producing tributary 
of the Fraser River. 

Alcan operates a major 
aluminum smelter at Kiti- 
mat on the B.C. coast, 
using hydroelectric power 
produced from the 
dammed-up waters of the 
upper Nechako. 

The justice department 
spokesman said criminal 
charges were not a priority 
because they would take a 
month to get into court and 
perhaps three months to 
conclude. 

“By the time they are 
sorted out, it would be too 
late for the fish,” he said. 

The spokesman said he 
expected the court to hold a 
hearing on the civil decla¬ 
ration by Friday. 

The action was taken 
after Alcan, which holds a 
water licence on the upper 
Nechako dating back to 
1950, defied a federal order 
that it increase the flow 


from the Nechako reser¬ 
voir through a spillway. 
The company had been 
given until noon Tuesday to 
meet the federal demand. 

The federal order called 
on Alcan to release, until 
Aug. 20, 8,000 cubic feet of 
water a second through the 
spillway into the river to 
provide water levels and 
temperatures deemed 
necessary for migrating 
and spawning salmon. 

If water is too warm, it 
can harm the fish. 

Instead* Alcan—which 
says it has always obeyed 
orders from the provincial 
water rights controller in 
the past-released 7,000 
cubic feet a second until 
Sunday and then reduced 
the flow to 600 cubic feet on 
the advice of consultants 
who predicted cooler 
weather. Alcan experts 
claim the water level is 
sufficient to protect the sal¬ 
mon. 

An Alcan spokesman 
said Tuesday that the flow 
into the Nechako would be 
increased if company offi¬ 
cials believed more water 
was needed to protect the 
fish. 

Alcan has taken the posi¬ 
tion in the dispute that the 
federal government is ex¬ 
ceeding its powers in or¬ 
dering increased water 
flows.

All Jerusalem voted 
new capital of Israel 


JERUSALEM (AP) — 
Israel’s parliament on 
Wednesday approved legis¬ 
lation declaring all of Jeru¬ 
salem to be the Jewish 
state’s capital, defying in¬ 
ternational protests that 
the law threatened to derail 
the Middle East peace pro¬ 
cess. 

In Alexandria, Egypt’s 
President Anwar Sadat re¬ 
sponded that the move was 
“against the spirit and 
wording of Camp David,” 
but declined to say whether 
Egypt would put off next 
week’s resumption of for¬ 
mal talks on Palestinian 
autonomy. 

The bill was adopted in 
the Knesset (parliament) 
by a vote of 69 to 15, with 
three abstentions, after 
Prime Minister Menachem 


Begin's coalition and the 
Laboi party, the largest 
opposition group, com¬ 
bined to defeat two dozen 
last-minute amendments. 

The legislation contains 
little that is new. Israel has 
considered Jerusalem its 
capital since the founda¬ 
tion of the Jewish state in 
1918, and it annexed the 
Arab-populated eastern 
sector to the rest of Jerusa¬ 
lem after seizing it from 
Jordan in the 1967 Mideast 
war. 

But the new law brings 
together provisions from 
various statutes all under 
one title. 

The first clause states 
that “complete and united 
Jerusalem is the capital of 
Israel.” The second clause 
makes the city the seat of 


the government, the Knes¬ 
set, the president and the 
Supreme Court. 

The third clause also re¬ 
peats earlier laws in guar¬ 
anteeing freedom to all re¬ 
ligious groups with holy 
sites in the city and pro¬ 
tecting the holy places 
"from desecration or any 
other offence, and from 
anything which is likely to 
prejudice the freedom of 
access.” The final clause 
gives Jerusalem economic 
preference. 


Tribesmen raid 
food convoys 

NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) — Heavily armed tribes¬ 
men in famine-stricken northeastern Uganda attacked 
UN food convoys and raided neighboring villages in 
Kenya, shooting and spearing to death women and 
children, officials said Wednesday. 

UN representatives immediately called off the con¬ 
voys and held hasty meetings with Ugandan ministry of 
rehabilitation officials to demand improved security in 
drought-hit Karamjoa, where more than 100 people die of 
hunger every day. 

At the same time, Kenya stepped up security pre¬ 
cautions along its borders following raids by up to 
3,000 marauders which newspapers said killed 21 people, 
including the women and children, in the latest attacks on 
towns in western Kenya. The reports said police moved in 
and killed 16 of the raiders.

In Ottawa, federal offi¬ 
cials warned Wednesday 
that any increase in oil 
prices by Alberta of more 
than $2 a barrel could lead 
to an explosive confronta¬ 
tion between the two levels 
of government. 

There has been tacit sup¬ 
port from Ottawa for a pro¬ 
vincial decision to act alone 
to raise prices by $2 a bar¬ 
rel this year. 

In Calgary Tuesday, 
Leiteh said he felt his gov¬ 
ernment was no longer 
“constrained” to the $2 in¬ 
crease this year that 
Lougheed had proposed to 
Trudeau in meetings last 
week. 

A $2 increase, to $16.75 a 
barrel, would result in an 
increase of 1.5 cents a litre 
to consumers at the gaso¬ 
line pump. 

In Ottawa, Federal En¬ 
ergy Minister Marc La- 
londe took steps Wednes¬ 
day ^o ensure that any 
increase was not passed on 
to consumers until the tra- 
ditional 60-day period 
elapsed, Oct. 1. 


He sent a message to the 
major refineries asking for 
compliance.
